MARTIN CORCORAN, a striking printer of 
the Pittsburg Dispatch, armed himself with 
a billy and laid in wait for a rat printer 
named McCahill, who was employed with 
others in place of the strikers. He struck 
McCahill as the latter passed about 2 o’clock 
in the morning, whereupon McCahill drew 
his revolver and fired two shots, one of 
which put an end to Corcoran’s life. 


W. N. Duptey, United States Marshal of 
Indiana, was yesterday appointed Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, vice J. A. Bentley, re- 
signed; Judge Noah C. McFarland, of To- 
peka, Kas., was appointed Commissioner of 
the General Land-Office, vice Gen. William- 
son, resigned. It is believed Mr. Dudley 
will not long remain at the head of the Pen- 
sions Bureau, but that he will in time be 
made Commissioner of Patents.

DETAILED BULLETIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 1&4—The Census 
Bureau issues a detailed bulletin of the area 
and product of cereals, of which the totals 
were given last week. The comparison is of 
the crop of 1869 with that of 1879. Thead- 
vance in production for the last decade is 
nearly 100 per cent, while in the decade pre- 
ceeding it was but 12 percent. This is main- 
ly attributable to the fact that the decade was 
one of great agricultural growth. The corn 
crop of 1869 was a partial failure; that of 1879 
was very heavy. The cereal increase between 
1850 and 1 which was considered remark- 
able, was only 43 per cent. The apparent in- 
crease of corn is 133 per cent, IIlinois, Iowa, 
Missouri producing more than the entire 
country in 1869. The advance in Illinois 
from 129,921,305 to 377,796,895 is in part the 
result of extension of area, but is largely due 
to the fact that the crop ot 1869, owing to the 
drought was a partial failure. 
TAE FIVEFOLD INCREASE IN KANSAS 
is caused by heavy immigration and chea 
lands, The increase in wheat is 73 per cen 
in the last decade. IIlinois is in the lead as 
a wheat-producing State. Next in rank 
come Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota, 
lowa, California, Missouri, Wisconsin.

Dodge, Special Agent for the Collection of 
Statistics of Agriculture, giving the result of 
the first count of area and product of cereals 
of the several States and Territories. Itisa 
census taken in 1880 of the crops ot 1879 and 
the acreage on which they were grown.

THE TREASURY. 
PLANS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16.—It is not 
thought probable, from intimations obtained 
of the Treasury Department, based on pres- 
ent indications, that there will be any recom- 
mendation made to the next Congress look- 
ing to refunding legislation. It is the opin- 
ion of those high in authority that the con- 
version of high-rate bonds under the present 
system into bonds bearing a lower rate of 
interest is far more advantageous to busi- 
ness interests than the agitation oi the ques- 
tion by Congress. While the intention of the 
Secretary of the Treasury ia to keep the sink- 
ing fund well supplied, it is not probable that 
much will be done in the purchase of bonds 
for that fund until the 5 per cents, to which 
the option of continuance or redemption 
has already been extended, are disposed of.

The 
Chicago bank cases involve some very fine 
points of law, but nothing has yet occurred 
to indicate a probability that Gen. Raum will 
reconsider or in any way modify his de- 
cision, which, if executed, will require these 
banks to pay into the Treasury 
large amounts of money. This discus- 
sion may result in the amendment 
of the Internal Revenue laws, by which the 
definition of banks and private bankers shall 
be made clear. Under the present law the 
Commissioner thinks itis clear enough that 
individuals, or partners, or corporations who 
have money on deposit, which is used as the 
deposits in the private banks in Chicago have 
been used, for purposes of discount, as de- 
posits to be checked against, 

PRACTICALLY ACCEPTED, 

as the basis for the’ sale of drafts or other 
commercial paper, come clearly within the 


law, which must pay the one-twenty-fourth 
of 1 per centum tax, The reéxaminations 
that have been made of the qtestions, since 
the eases of the Corn Exchange and the 
Montreal Bank came up for consideration 
have not changed the views of the Interna 
Revenue Department. ‘The criticism that 
the decision of the Commissioner goes to 
the extent of requiring the banks to pay 
taxes upon checks deposited for collection, 
which may subsequently be thrown out as 
not good if not well founded, shows that the 
persons making this charge 

HAVE FAILED TO UNDERSTAND THE 

CISION. 

The ruling of Commissioner Raum, in 
terms, says: Where checks or drafts are 
received for collection, and remittances are 
collected for the following day, the collection 
should be treated as a deposit, but where the 
money collected is held by the collecting 
bank and remitted at a subsequent time, dur- 
ing the period it is so held it should be treat- 
ed as a deposit.“ The point of the decision 
is that collections that are treated as cash 
and are permitted to be checked against as 
such, are regarded as taxable, while checks 
sent for collection only, which are entered 
short,”’ and not entered up as cash, are not 
taxed until they have been credited for col- 
lection. 

THERE HAS BEEN ONE TEST CASE 

as to the liability of a private bank to tax- 
ation under this law. That was the case of 
Brown Bros., of New York City, who sued 
to recover $14,000, which had been collected 
from them, and did recover it, under the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Pratt, of Indiana, as 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. The 
law firm employed was that oft Evarts, South- 
mayd & Choate. The argument was 
elaborate, and was directed to the point that 
Brown Bros. were not bankers, or bankers’ 
agents, but were merchants, and they neither 
had capital nor deposits. This wastrue of that 
firm. ‘The Brown Bros. case is not a parallel 
to that of the Canadian Bank in Chicago, as 
the New York firm did not keep accounts 
that could be checked against.

The fact that this report is to be made at 
the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury 
does not necessarily indicate that the ol 
competitive system is to be reé@stablished, 
but it does show that the Administration 
feels the need of something to protect itself 
from the inroads of the office-seekers. 
Probably nine-tenths of the President’s 
time since he has been inaugurated 
has been occupied with listening to the 
applications of individuals and delegations 
for office. He has not had an opportunity to 
study the details of policy in any departmen 
or to execute plans which it is known 
he formed before assuming the Presidential 
office. The White House and the Executive 
Department have been in a state of siege. It 
is yet possible that the old Civil-Service rules 
may be erected as a barrier against this be- 
sieging army. e 


SHOOTING AFFRAY.

him, was situng at the Tontine last night, 
when some one said Here comes Payne!“ 
Burke instantly put himself on his guard, 
and, as Payne came within the saloon, 
he fired at him. The ball 
entered Payne’s arm, inflicting a 
flesh wound only. There was an instant 
interference. Mr. Burke was arrested. Both 
parties are youn nien well known in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Payne served some time as

There are two entrances,

ever done, I arose, and was walking quickly 
toward the side exit when he pushed in 
through the front. I supposed he had a pis- 
tol, as his arms were extended, not 
wishing to kill him, I fred at his right (his 
pistol) arm, and from the house 
through the court into the street. Why he 
should seek to assault me I do not Know.

FIRE RECORD. 
CHICAGO. 

A fire which assumed threatening propor- 
tions and required the efforts & a greater 
part of the available force to overcome it, 
occurred yesterday afternoon, Just at 4 
o’clock an alarm was turned in from Box 
339, located on the corner of Green and 
Phillips streets, and less than two minutes 
later came the combined second and third 
alarms. The neighborhood was known to 
be, from a fireman’s poiat of view, danger- 
ous,“ as there are a large number of facturies 
filled with inflammable goods in that vicinity 
interspersed among the frame houses and 
tenements so common there. Consequently 
much excitement was aroused and a great 
throng of interested citizens surrounded the 
scene of the blaze, 

The fire was in the 

CHAIR AND BUREAU FACTORY 
of A. P. Johnson & Co., situated on the north 
side of Phillips and east side of Green streets, 
aud occupying with its outbuildings and lum- 
ber-yards, an entire block. ‘Ihe main build- 
ing was of brick, having a frontage of thirty- 
eight feet on Green, and a depth of 136 feeet 
on Phillips street, with an ell“ on the east 
end, running south, eighty feet deep. The 
main building consisted of four stories and a 
basement, and 
high. 
niain building, a three-story frame structure, 
twenty-five teet deep, ran north 150 feet on 
Green street. The fire wiped out more 
than two-thirds of the main building with its 
entire contents, aside from tbe office and 
vaults, and destroyed almost the entire con- 
tents of the dry-kiln. 
saved, and, the frame building on Green 
sulfered very little, except from water. 

THE FIRST ALARM 

was given to Chemical Engine No. 2, whose 
house is on Erie street, only a few rods from 
the factory, but by the time the boys arrived 
on the ground it was evident the fire was far 
beyond their control. Nota moment was 
lost, and the alarms so quickly sent in were 
as promptly respond to, but for some 
utterly unexplainable reason the engines on 
Halsted street found a difficuityin gett 
water, although the hydrants there are all 
double ones. A large portion of the walls of 
the main building, which was nothing but a 
shell, fell in at 4:38, but happily the firemen 
for once happened to be on the right side, 
and no lives were lost, although several se- 
vere casualties occurred during the progress 
of the fire, 

In accordance with the invariable rule this 
fire started in the shaving-bin and near the 
elevator. The shavings are carried by alarge 
pipe to the boiler-room, and in some 
way this pipe got clogged, the shay- 
Ings were lighted, and in a moment 
everything was ablaze. The snaving-bin was 
situated about the centre of the main building, 
and to the north of it, in a two-story brick 
building, the upper story of which was used as a 
steuming- room. When Engine Company No. 3 
arrived, the fire in the centre had got possession 
of everythi from the first to the third story, 
and in fear ct its probable extension the Mar- 
shaiturned in the second alarm. The first noti- 
fication was given by the foreman of the shops, 
some attempt hav already been made to 
utilige the means at Rand, but with the usual 
lack of success. 

Nobody knew anything about the cause of the 
fire, and few could teil anything about 

ITS BESULTS. 
Ine buildings were ocoupied by A. P. John- 
son & Co., the firm being made up of A. P. John- 
son, Adolph Borgweier, and Nels Johnson. The 
firm began business in a small way in 1868. The 
rear tof the burned premises was built in 
1877, the front in 1879, and the dry-kiln only one 
year Between 150 and 160 men were em- 
ployed in the various departments of the con- 
cern, which carried asa rule a stock valued at 
from $30,000 to $40,000. The firm owned the 
buildings as wellas the stock and machinery, 
and as,fheir insurance was small and the de- 
struction of property in two divisions of the 
. was almost total., their loss will be con- 
aerabdie, 

Mr. Neis Johnson, his bookkeeper, Mr. Charles 
E. Schlytern, and a number of employés of tne 
eoncern were seen, but none could give any 
idea of the origin of the fire. The arrangement 
of the main building was as follows: First and 
second fioors, office and machinery; third, chair- 
working room; fourth, bureau ent; 
fifth, tinisned stock. The first floor of the frame 
structure was given to the shipping department, 
and the two upper floors were fill th chairs 
awaiting painting and finishing. All the books 
and papersin the office were saved, the book- 
keeper shoving everything in the vault before 
he struck for the street. The engine, boiler, 
and machinery generuily were little damaged.

| PORTIONS OF THE TEXT OF EVARTS SPEECH 
BEFORE THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 
Specwal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, June 16.—The ¢ull text of the 
Hon. William M. Evarts’ speech at the Mon- 
etary Conference at Paris has just reached 
bere. It is an interesting production, not 
only because Mr. Evarts is the representative 
of our Government and people at this 
Oonterence, and because he has devoted so 
much time to the subjects he discusses, but 
because it will afford *to most American 
readers the first conception of what the Con- 
ference was called for, what are 
the conflicting views represented there, 
and what onr Commissioners are trying 
to accomplish. The speech in full would fill 
perhaps four columns of THE Tribune. Rel- 
ative to the argument of distinct groups of 
countries in which different systems of cur- 
rency must prevail, Mr. Evarts says: 
But there is confessedly a great difficulty 
in arranging this 
PARTITION OF MONEY 
among the nations. I will not enlarge upon 
that difficulty. It has already been sutffi- 
ciently pointed out. Itis inherent and ine- 
radicable. Its terms cannot be expressed by 
itschampions. Sometimes it is spoken of as 
a division between the Asiatic and the 
Européan nations; sometimes as a division 
between the rich nations and the poor na- 
tions; sometimes as a division between the 
civilized and the less civilized nations. There 
seems to have been an easy confidence that 
these groups could be satisfactorily arranged 
for a reasonable equality in this battle of the 
precious metals. But 1 have been puzzled 
to know, and no one has distinctly stated, 
where the United States were to be arrayed. 
No one has ventured to determine whether 
they were to be counted as a rich nation or as 
a poor nation; whether as an Asiatic or 
a European nation; whether as a civilized 
nation or an uncivilized nation. Let I think 
it would be no vain assumption on the part of 
the United States to feel that any settlement 
of 
THE MONEY QUESTIONS OF THE WORLD 
that leaves us out, and our interest in them 
and our wisdom about them, will not be the 
decree of an ecumenical council, or estab- 
lish articles of faith that can be enforced 
against the whole world. The notion sgems 
to be that the nations that sit above the 
salt are to be served with gold, and those 
that sit below the salt are to served with sil- 
ver. But who is to keep us in our 
seats? Who is to guard against an 
interruption of the feast by a struggle 
oy the part of those who sit below the salt 
to be served with gold, or of those above the 
galt to be served with silver? This project 
pu to have neither wisdom nor courage; 
neither reason nor force behind it. It is a mere 
fashion of speech for saying that we cannot 
by human will, by the power or the politics 
of nations, redress the mischief, but that we 
must leave the question to work itself out in 
discord, in dishonor, in disorder, in dis- 
Aster.“ 
Diseussing the manner to stop what Mr. 
Evart terms 
THE DISORDER BETWEEN GOLD AND SILVER, 
he says: There are but two logical methods 
in which this disorder between gold and silver, 
this depreciation ot their general and combin- 
ed functions, this struggle between them, can 
be put an end to. One is to admit as the in- 
trinsic money of the world only one metallic 
basis, and to drive out, extirpate, as a bar- 
darism, as an anachronism, as a robber and 
a fraud, the other metal, and say that the 
1 has grown old in the service and 
feedle in its strength is no more a 
p buta hindrance and a marplot. That 
is a task that might be proposed to the vol- 
untary action of nations, and, if the mono- 
metallic proposition be the true one, that is 
the logical course to which the nations here 
present ought to resort, unless wey take the 
only other logical alternative that is, to 
MAKE ONE MONEY OUT OF THE TWO MET- 


o have no two standards or kinds of money. 
3ut to have one money adapted in its multi- 
sles and divisions to united functions of 
he two precious metals. I have said that 
two are the only logical methods, 
re is another method, and that 
in the despair of making one money out 
the two metals, to make two moneys out 
them. This project is not to discard either 
from the service of mankind, but to separate 
them, and so mark them as that they shall not 
occupy the same regions, but divide the 
world between them.

It must be bimetallic sooner 
or later. for it cannot maintain the 
permanent position of a house divided against 
itself, which cannot stand.

Gowan shot and fatally wounded Thomas 
Randall in a disreputable beer-garden in 
Minneapolis kept by Thomas Hartman.

lace. The man I had the fuss with was 
n the beer garden with two others, 
drinking beer. When they saw me come 
they all came at me. I tried to get awa 
from them, but they followed me up, and 
then drew * revolver, but accident- 
ally dropped it. I don’t think they 
saw the revolver. They came at 
me again, when 1 managed to 
pick up the revolver, and, as I couldn't 
get away from them, I fired at the man near- 
est to me. I don’t know his name, but I 
guess they called him Jack Randall. He 
tumbled over, and I saw blood come from 
his neck. I think I shot him through 
the neck. It was a clear case. I couldn't do 
anything else. Fifty men can swear that I 
tried to get away from them. An officer 
came in and I gave myself up.”

Now, if there is one 
thing yet established in the history of the 
War ot the Rebellion, itis the fact that Jef- 
ferson Davis not merely consented to but 
advised Hood’s raid into Tennessee. He 
removed Johnston, and appointed Hood to 
succeed him. Shortly before Hood’s depart- 
ure, the Confederate President visited him 
in camp and had a long conference with him. 
Sept. 23, 1864, in an address to Hood’s sol- 
diers he said: Lour feet will soon be press- 
ing Tennessee soil.” At Columbia, 8. C., 
after the campaign had been entered upon, 
he said that “Hood’s strategy had been 
good.” And at Augusta he said: “We 
must march into Tennessee: there we will 
draw from 20,000 to 30,000 men to our stand- 
ard, and, so strengthened, we must push the 
enemy back to the Ohio.“ The attempts of 
Davis to save his own reputation at the ex- 
pense of the Confederate Generals can only 
have the effect of destroying what little hold 
he may yet have on the affections of the 
Southern people. 


THERE were two significant points in the 
proceedings of the Joint Assembly at Albany 
yesterday. One was that Mr. Conkling, for 
the first time since the contest opened, 
dropped to the position of an absolutely 
minority candidate. His supporters have 
heretofore laid great stress upon the fact 
that Conkling was receiving more votes than 
any other one of the Republican candidates, 
and hence was entitled to remain in the field. 
But, having started out with 35 votes, he 
received yesterday only 32 votes, while ex- 
Vice-President Wheeler received 38 votes. 
This places Conkling upon very much the 
same plane as Platt, who has for some days 
past received fewer votes than one or 
two of his competitors. The other signifl- 
cant feature of yesterday’s proceedings 
was that a motion to adjourn the Joint 
Convention on the 20th ihst. was ruled out of 
order by the presiding officer, whois Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the State. It was decided 
that any question of adjournment: of the 
Legislature must be submitted separately to 
the Senate and the Llouse, and that it is the 
business of the Joint Convention to meet 
every day at noon and ballot for Senators un- 
til there shall be an election. How much 
Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins was influenced in his 
ruling by the hope that he may become Gov- 
ernor through the election of Cornell to the 
Senate is not important, since his decision 
was the only one that could be properly made 
under the United States statute governing 
the election of Senators, and under the rules 
adopted by the Joint Convention. Alto- 
gether, yesterday was a biue day for the 
Conkling cause. 


Tue horrible disas x to the Ontario 
steamboat Victoria on the Queen’s birthday 
is so fresh in the memory of our readers that 
the circumstances hardly need recapitula- 
tion at this time. An investigation was 
promptly made through the action of the 
Coroner’s jury, and its verdict has been 
rendered. While this verdict as a whole is 
open to some fault-finding, there is much in 
it that is deserving of praise, as it indicates 
good grounds for hope that the Canadian 
authorities will call some one to account for 
it. In their finding they declare that the 
boat was very badly managed, that she 
leaked, that she was overcrowded, that the 
boiler was not properly secured, that her 
decks were not properly constructed, and 
that she had not sufficient crew or adequate 
security for emergencies. For these defects 
they blame the manager of the Company, 
the Captain and the engineer of the boat, and 
the Government Inspector, and the Captain 
and manager have been arrested for man- 
slaughter. So far, so good; and now if the 
authorities will promptly follow up the ac- 
tion of the jury and punish the parties so 
clearly responsible for the terrible disaster 
it may prove a warning to other boat-owners 
and companies, and furnish some security 
for human life in Canada at least. In our 
own country it has hitherto seemed impossi- 
ble for the law to reach those who are guilty 
of murder by wholesale. If the Canadians 
will set the example, perhaps some day we 
may find outsome way of doing the same 
thing. Terrible as the Ontario disaster was, 
we have had almost equally terrible ones, 
where the loss was occasioned by the same 
carelesness and willful neglect of the ordina- 
ry precautions for safety, but we have pun- 
ished no one. If the Canadians will but pave 
the way, we too may find out how to do it.

THE TRIBUNE has waited long, is waiting 
still, for some satisfactory explanation of the 
Russell-Simmons affair which will make it 
jibe with Gen. Grant’s definition of Sena- 
torial courtesy,” and the obligation of all 
Presidents to respect it which he asserted.

Simmons was appointed by Gen. Grant, 
and his confirmation opposed by both the 
Senators from Massachusetts and all the 
Congressmen except Ben Butler. Moreover, 
he was denounced in countless petitions 
signed by the leading merchants of Boston 
as an unfit person to be Collector. Yet he 
was confirmed by the votes of all the Demo- 
cratic Senators and the Republican Senators 
friendly to Ben Butler. Where the parallel 
does not hold good in the case of Judge 
Robertson, the advantage is on his side. 
Nobody has declared that he was unfit to be 
a Collector, There was no organized opposi- 
tion to his eonfirmation. He was confirmed 
by a viva voce vote, without a roll-call, 
whereas Simmons was once defeated by 
a vote of 17 to 16; and, a quorum 
not being present, was confirmed the 
next day on à roll-call, when seven- 
teen Republican Senators voted “No.”

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SENATORIAL COURTESY AND THE M- 
MONS CASE. 

A few days ago Tux Tumor recounted 
the history of the appointment of William A. 
Simmons as Collector of Customs in Boston. 
The purpose then was to show how greatly 
mistaken Gen. Grant was in asserting It has 
invariably been the custom that, where the 
Senators from any State objected to Presi- 
dential appointments in that State, the ap- 
pointments were always withdrawn,“ and to 
prove that Gen. Grant himself had refused to 
recognize any such rule. But the Simmons 
case not merely exposes the inconsistency of 
the support Gen. Grant now gives to Conk- 
ling on the Dasis of a custom which he 
(Grant) refused to recognize when he was 
President; it also has a direct bearing upon 
the Conkling case, and exposes the ex-Sen- 
ator’s insincerity as well as the ex-President’s 
inconsistency. 

The story of the Simmons case may be 
briefly retold. This man was one of Ben But- 
ler’s blowers and strikers, and was appointed 
Collector by Gen. Grant at Butler’s solicita- 
tion. Butler wanted the patronage of the 
Custom-House to assist him to secure 
the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. The nomina- 
tion of Simmons was received with 
disapproval on all sides. Memorials and 
delegations were sent from Massachusetts to 
President Grant, representing the personal 
unfitness of the nominee and asking that his 
name be withdrawn. The Boston Chamber 
of Commerce protested against the nomina- 
tion. All the Republican members of Con- 
gress from Massachusetts except one op- 
posed Simmons. What is more to the point, 
both the Massachusetts Senators—Sumner 
and Boutwell—resisted the confirmation of 
this appointment in the Senate, and the 
Commerce Committee, of which Boutwell 
was Chairman, reported against it. In spite 
of. all this opposition, Simmons was con- 
firmed, 

The nomination of Simmons was very 
generally recognized to be, not merely a 
gratuity to Ben Butler to the detriment of 
the public interest and the injury 6f the Re- 
publican party, but also a deliberate effort 
on the part of the President to insult and hu- 
miliate Senator Sumner, who had dared to 
differ with him on the San Domingo annex- 
ation project. Nevertheless, Senator Sum- 
ner, and Senator Boutwell, who acted with 
Sumner in this matter, did not resign their 
seats and abandon their constituency; but, 
satisfied with having done their duty, pro- 
ceeded to discharge their functions as Sen- 
ators from the State of Massachusetts as 
they had been doing before. 

It should now be stated that ex-Senator 
Conkling was the leader of the Administra- 
tion Senators at that time, defended the ap- 
pointment of Simmons, advocated his con- 
firmation, declined to recognize in the oppo- 
sition of the two Massachusetts Senators any 
reason for his rejection, and succeeded in fast- 
ening upon Senator Sumner the “insult” 
which President Grant had put upon him by 
accepting the obnoxious Ben Butler as Ex- 
ecutive adviser in Massachusetts affairs. 

The parallel between the appointment of 
Simmons by President Grant and the ap- 
pointment of Robertson by President Gar- 
field willbe readily recognized. But the 
points of difference should also be noted. 
The opposition to Simmons was based upon 
the ground that he was an unfit man for the 
place to which he had been appointed; the 
fitness of Robertson for the position to which 
he was appointed was universally conceded. 
The appointment of Simmons had been pro- 
cured by an intriguing and offensive poli- 
tielan; that of Robertson originated with 
the Administration. The opposition to Sim- 
mons was almost universal; Robertson’s ap- 
pointment received the unanimous approval 
of the New York Legislature. President 
Grant was actuated largely by a desire to 
put an indignity upon Senator Sumner; 
President Garfield had no such feeling with 
regard to Senator Conkling, and haa already 
testified his friendship to the latter by ap- 
pointing a large number of his followers to 
conspicuous positions in the Cabinet, in the 
foreign diplomatic service, and throughout 
the State of New York. Robertson's ap- 
pointment was an eminently fit one from the 
vublid and party point of view; the appoint- 
ment of Simmons was eminently unfit from 
every point of view. 

Placing the two cases side by side, every 
impartial person must admit that Senator 
Sumner had a much stronger reason for re- 
signing than Senator Conkling had: and if 
Sumner had resigned, he would not have 
demeaned himself by making a personal 
effort to secure a re@lection, nor would he 
have needed to do so. He would not have 
entered upon any conspiracy to deprive the 
United States Senate of its Republican ma- 
jority, nor to bring defeat upon that party in 
his own State. His notion of the duties and 
responsibilities of a public man were differ- 
ent from those entertained by the factional 
“Boss” of New York State. He did not 
make a personal triumph or personal defeat

Another cumment is suggested by the com- 
parison of the Simmons and Robertson cases 
which reflects uhu. Conklins's sincerity. In 
the former case Gonkling stood by the Ad- 
mininistration and Bef Butler. He ralsed no 
question of Senaterlal courtesy.“ and 
would have hooted at amg such theory had 
it been advanced. It was, matter of indif- 
ference to him that the tWo Senators from 
Massachusetts opposed the appointment of 
Simmons. He did not cate if nobody in 
Massachusetts except Butler approved of the 
appointment. He merely reflected that Grant 
humored him in all he chose to ask for, and 
hence he was determined to humor Grant in 
any affair which did not affect himself. The 
position was thoroughly selfish, and hence 
thoroughly characteristic. But when the 
tables were partly turned; when his protest 
was unheeded because it was unwarranted; 
when the President refused to withdraw the 
name of the only person he had nominated 
to a New York office of whom Conk- 
ling did not approve; and when it be- 
came evident that the Senate would support 
President Garfield against him, as it had 
previously supported the President under 
his own leadership against Sumner; then he 
became furious and unmanageable. Then. 
he howled about “Senatorial courtesy,” and 
“insult,” and humiliation.“ And then he 
resigned with the threat that unless he were 
returned to the Senate with fall license to 
make war upon the Administration he would 
use his influence to smash the Republican 
party in New York State, to break the Re- 
publican majority in the United States 
Senate, and to bring havoc and ruin upon the 
political organization which has given him 
all the distinction and all the power he ever 
possessed, And this is precisely what he is 
trying to do, now that it is evident he cannot 
be reélected. 


FRENCH AND ENGLISH TRADE CON- 
TROVERSY. 

The commercial! relations between France 
and England have been regulated by a treaty 
adopted in 1860, and which will expire in No- 
vember, 1881, and all the indications are that 
France will not make a new treaty, but will 
hereafter transact all her trade with England 
subject to her own tariff. In short, the prosper- 
ous Republic proposes to manage her own 
commercial affairs wholly independent of 
any alliance with Great Britain. Thus she 
has adopted or is now maturing a new tariff, 
which, so far as British manufactures are 
concerned, is in many respects prohibitory. 
The feeling occasioned in England by this 
action has been intense. All the manufaci- 
uring centres have engaged in loud and ve- 
hement protestations; the Government has 
been appealed to, arid the Government has 
exhausted appeals, remonstrances, coaxing, 
and threats in trying to change what seems 
to be the determined policy of France. 

On the part of France it is claimed that 
the admission of English manufactures isa 
direct loss to French manufacturers, who 
insist that they can produce equal goods at 
home, and the Government of France, rely- 
ing on the British devotion to free trade, 
assumes that the English market for French 
goods will always be open, notwithstanding 
the French market is closed to British goods. 
It is for this reason that the French are so 
fearless in declaring their independence of 
Great Britainin the matter of commercial 
intercourse, The London Times of a recent 
date labors to disabuse the French of the 
idea that Great Britain is dependent upon 
the French trade for the maintenance of 
her manufactures, or that Great Britain is so 
dependent on France that it must needs 
furnish France with a free market. 

Itis pointed out that the English trade 
with France is only about one-ninth of its 
whole foreign trade. The total British ex- 
ports and imports how average $3,250,000,000 
annually, while the British exports to France 
are $140,000,000 and the imports $210,000,000, 
—making $350,000,000 annually. With the 
United States the British trade is $600,000,- 
000; with Germany the British trade is $275,- 
000,000, Great Britain’s total exports of 
domestic products to France average 
only $75,000,000 a year, while her total ex- 
ports amount to $1,000,000,000 a year. France 
takes less of British products than either 
Germany, Australia, or India, and about the 
same as the United States. So far, then, as the 
export of domestic products to France is con- 
cerned, the British trade with France is 
much less than with many other countries, 

The total imports and exports of France 
average $1,600,000,000 annually, of which the 
English share is $3510,000,000. Of the total 
exports of France, $665,000,000, the British 
take $160,000,000, or one-fourth of the whole. 
The export trade of France to England is, 
therefore, more important than is the En- 
glish export to France. Moreover, a large 
proportion of British exports to France are 
really exported through France to Switzer- 
land, Italy, and Spain. 

Of the British imports from France, about 
$60,000,000 is in silk manufactures,—which is 
one-fourth of the whole, the remaining com- 
modities being woolen goods, $15,000,000; re- 
fined sugar, butter, and wine, each about 
$12,500,000; eggs, $7,000,000; leather, $7,000,- 
000. These are the principal items, the arti- 
cles of food amounting to over $50,000,000. 
Of these French goods, a considerable por- 
tion are reéx ported from England. Of the Brit- 
ish goods sold to France, $7,000,000 is in coal, 
$16,000,000 in woolen yarn and goods, $9,000,- 
000 in cotton yarn and goods, $6,500,000 in 
metals, and $3,000,000 in engines and machin- 
ery. Much of even these articles passes 
through France to other countries. 

During the twenty years since 1860, the 
total foreign trade of Great Britain has 
just doubled,—increased from $1,625,000,000 
in 1860 to $3,250,000,000 in 188. The 
Anglo-French trade in 1860 was only $120,- 
000,000, and now it is $350,000,000. This in- 
crease has taken place during the existence 
of the present commercial treaty. But the 
Times attributes the increase as much to the 
general prosperity as to any direct effect of 
the treaty. In concluding its long and 
earnest representation of the present and 
past trade between the two countries, show- 
ing that the treaty did not, and then again 
that it did, promote the trade, and that Great 
Britain would not be worse off if the treaty 
was not renewed, the Times sums up the

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A PLAGUE-SPOT IN DANGEh. 

The hope of sudden gain and of extorting 
fortune from chance is one of the most com- 
mon of all delusions, and it is a chimera 
which seizes upon all classes of people, even 
good men and good business-men. There is 
a peculiar fascination in the offer of a chance 
to make large sums of money without labor- 
ing for it, or waiting the slow processes of 
routine and time to accumulate it, and no 
amount of experience suffices to warn the 
dupes of gambling in allits varied forms of 
the fallacy of their hopes. The gaming-ta- 
bles on our prinelple thoroughfares continue 
to draw their victims though those who enter 
these dens must leave all hope behind. 
Young men impatient of the slow and sure 
routes to wealth still rush into speculations, 
regardless of the fate of thousands before 
them. Wall street devours Its victims like 
Moloch, but there are plenty to take their 
places. The American temperament is nerv- 
ous and impulsive and peculiarly suscepti- 
ble to the tascinations of acquiring sudden 
wealth by chance; and, with such examples as 
Jay Gould, Vanderbilt, and others con- 
stantly before our young men, it is 
little wonder that they rush into the whirl- 
pool and are swept away. Prone as our 
people are, however, to the allurements of 
card-gambling and business-gambling, pools, 
lotteries, betting, and al! illegitimate ways of 
making money, it is questionable whether all 
our forms of gambling combined have had 
the terrible fascinations and destructive in- 
fluences of the Casino of Monte Carlo in 
Monaco, notorious the world over for the 
broken hearts, broken homes, broken 
fortunes, and suicides it has occasioned. It 
is a community which preys upon the 
people of all nations. It isthe only busi- 
ness which has no fluctuations or reverses. 
When everything else suffers, Monte Carlo 
drives a more flourishing business, for 
wretched men and women rush there to re- 
trieve their losses and get another start in the 
world. It invites all nations there by the 
gargeousness of its attractions, and has but 
recently constructed the handsomest theatre 
in the world, built out of the wrecked fort- 
unes of its victims. Access to it is made 
easy and attractive. Everything that can ap 
peal to the senses is made beautiful and al- 
luring. The spot itself has always been the 
very acme of natural and artificial beauty, 
and yet fresh objects of luxury and all that 
taste can suggest and money provide are con- 
tinually added todure people there. Besides 
these outside attractions for tourists, the 
great gambling-houses themselves exhibit 
glowing descriptions of the games, publish 
fictitious accounts of wonderful fortunes 
made by players, and ingenious systems by 
which the banks may be broken, and yet no 
car of Juggernaut wag ever surer of its vic- 
tims. Last year mord than 300,000 railway 
tickets were delivered at the Monte Carlo 
station, and, as nothing is done at Monte 
Carlo but gambling, it is sufficiently 
evident what attraction lured these 
thousands of people there. Once in 
the clutches of this monster, the victim 
rarely escapes. Always hoping to recover 
his losses, he plays on and on, sinking deeper 
and deeper, until everything is gone,—mon- 
ey, honor, and often life, The crack of the 
revolver is no uncommon accompaniment to 
the chinking of money on the gaming-tables 
of Monte Carlo. Ruin is constant. Where 
the winners are noone knows. Where the 
losers are is evident enough by the pale and 
haggard faces that swarm about the tables 
and by the ghastly records of self destruc- 
tion. 

More an one effort has been made to 
suppress this horrible institution. The au- 
thorities of Nice, Mentona, and all along the 
Riviera, have taken great pains to diffuse 
information as to the character of the place, 
and distribute circulars of warning broad 
cast, so that no one shall approach it in ig- 
norance of its real purposes and practices. 
The same authorities have more than once 
appealed to the French Government, as well 
as to the Italian, but though it is surrounded 
by French territory and cannot be entered 
except from French soil, France will take no 
steps because the Principality of Monaco is 
not hers, nor will Italy take any stops, be- 
cause it is under French influences. At last 
an International Association has been formed 
whichis appealing to the European Govern- 
ments and to public opinion to assist it in 
the suppression of these tables. As no one 
seems to have any special control over this 
Principality, and as it is preying upon the 
whole world, there seems to be no good rea- 
son why the world should not treat it as a 
common enemy and suppress it as it would a 
roving gang of banditti, or as it would wipe 
out a plague-spot. —

quainted with Mrs. Belva Lockwood, who isa 
Washington lady, and likewise a lawyer. The 
exact whereabouts of Mr. Lockwood, and his 
general status in the family, do not appear to 
have deeply interested the persons who have 
from time to time disseminated items of infor- 
mation concerning his wife, but it is known that 
such a person exists, and, although his orbit is a 
small one, he may bea very useful adjunct to 
his wife. With regard to Mrs. Lockwood, ber 
movements, and general plan of campaign, 
there has always been a picthora of informa- 
tion. The fact that she wore petticoats instead 


of pants seems to have inspired various corre- 


spoudents at Washington with the idea that the 
lady possessed a stock of legal lore before which 
the eloquence of Choate and Webster would have 
gone down as falls the ripe grain before the 
sturdy strokes of the reaper, and consequently 
her every movement was faithfully chronicled, 
and the lightning’s aid secured to send the news 
throughout the land.

Woman's Suffrage Associations and Societies for 
the Hepression of Man at the Joau-of-Are-like 
manner in which Mrs. Belva Lockwood over- 
came ali opposition and planted the banner of 
her sex on whatever point she started for,—no 
matter r it was the Supreme Court of the 
United States or the prosecuting side of a jus- 
tice-shop bastardy sult. 

One great reason of the intense admiration 
which Mrs. Lockjrood inspired among a certais 
class of females who spend the major portion of 
theirtime in hiring halls for the purpose of 
holding conventions and denouncing as aban- 
doned villains all persons who venture to think 
that woman's proper sphere is her home was the 
fact that nobody ever heard or kuew, except in- 
ferentially, of Mr. Lockwood. He was kept in 
the backgrouad with a persistency that fairly 
charmed the woman-suffragists, and from this 
fact they agreed that Mrs. Lockwood kept Mr. 
Lockwood oo hand in lieu of a private secretary 
or other person of general utility about 
the premises, and applauded her accord- 
ingly. But it seems they were ail 
mistaken, and, in consequence, there is a deep 
and widespread feeling ot disgust among the 
short-haired sisterhood. At arecent woman- 
suffrage convention in Boston, Mrs. Lockwood 
was invited to relate, for the several hundredth 
time, the story of her successful charge on Con- 
gress and the Supreme Court. She did so. Ap- 
pearing before the Judge, he said: “ Mrs. 
Lockwood, you are a woman.” I am, your 
Honor,” she replied.** Tho case is continued for 
a week,” said the Judge.

Mrs. Lockwood may continue to be proud of 
being a married woman, but she will be sorry 
for having said so. Women who take a pride in 
matrimony and motherhood are not of the kind 
that will find congenial spirits in the ranks of 
the suffragists. The ideal work of the latter is 
to place woman in politics. Their real work is 
to make unhappy homes and unwomanly 
women. 


Ir is curious, says an exchange, to note 
the different ages at which celebrities acquire 
their fame. Mr. Gladstone, in his recent speech 
on Lord Beaconsfield, said that the only career 
with which he could compare that of the lately- 
deceased ex-Premier was that of Pitt, but Pitt 
was Prime Minister at 24, whereas Lord Beac- 
onsfield was 32 when he made his famous first 
effort and was laughed down in the House of 
Commons. He was then only four years 
younger than Byron when he died, “ the most 
celebrated Englishman of the nineteenth cen- 
tury,” to recall Macaulay’s words. Napoleon's 
career was over before de was 50, and Wa- 
terloo, Wellington’s last battle, was won when 
he was but 46, while the Duke of Mariborough 
was 58 when Bleinheim was fought. Had either 
Disraeli or Lord Palmerston died at the age of 
Byron, or even at that at which Wellington won 
Waterloo, few would have given them credit for 
a likelihood of reaching the Premiership. Again, 
had Scott died at the age of Byron, no Waverly 
novel would have been known to fame, while 
George Stephenson was up to 4 in recetpt of 
daily wages as a laborer, and George Peabody, 
up to 50, was very far from an archimiilionaire, 
and had a great deal less than hundreds who died 
almost paupers. The saying goes, “Cali no 
man happy till he's dead,“ nor, it may be added, 
unfortunate, for success only comes to many in 
the latter part of life, and, albeit early success is 
very enchanting, it is perhaps of the two best to 
be “in weil at the finish.”

_JUDGE DRUMMOND. 

It was shortly after 10 o'clock when the last 
course was removed and Judge Drummond, the 
honored President of the Society, rising and 
rapping the assembly to order, delivered the 
following address of welcome: 

When we remember that forty-one years ago 
Illinois did not contain 500.060 inhabitants. and 
Chicago not 5,000, and that now this city bas 
more than half a million, and the State more 
thun 3,000,000, we appreciate in some degree the 
immense numbers that have come since then 
from other States and countries and made their 
bomes in this great State of the Northwest. 

Maine bas contributed ber share to this pro- 
digious increase in numbers, education, intelli- 
gence, industry, and worth. 

Natives of Maine, residents of Illinois, have 
formed this Society of the Sons of the State of 
Maine to cultivate’ friendly relations with each 
otber and revive and 8 the memories 
of our early homes. We dave felt that we ought 
not to forget the State of our birth, but that in 
some outward and visible manner we sbould 
prove our affection for our native land.

When we look upon the State of our adoption, 
and think of its marvelous progress within the 
last forty years in all that contributes to the 
comfort and happiness of man, we feel proud of 
the State of Illinois. But let us not forret what 
the very fact of our birth residence teaches, 
and what is our highest boast, that in Maine or 
lilinois, we are still the same.—citizens of a 

reat, free, common country, stretctiing 

rom ocean to — one and indivisibie, 
not limited by State lines, with more than 
50,000,000 of people: where there is as we believe 
a wider fieid and a nobler oppertunity to 
develop all of which the human race is capable. 
than has ever yet been vouchsafed to any 
nation. Let us hope that we may prove true to 
the time, to the place, and to the occasion. 

Ladies and gentlemen—our guests, some of 
whom have come wore than a thousand miles to 
honor us with your presence—whether born in 
Maine, Ulinois, ur in any other State, whether 
on this continent or another, we bid you wel- 
come to our hearts and to our cheer to-night.

HANNIBAL HAMLIN. 

“Fill your glasses, gentlemen,” said Judge 
Drummond, in announcing the first toast,—** The 
State of Maine—the land where so many of us 


were born.” 
The Hon. Hannibai Hamlin arose to respond, 


and was very warmly greeted. He said: 

Mu. CHAIRMAN: I am not advised of the rules 
by which this social meetiug is rexuiated, but I 
think I have the right to infer that they are at 
least of a quasi-military character, use 
everybody knows, in military circles, whether in 
council or in court-martial, the youngest officer 
is always called upon first to express an opinion. 

Aughter.] And besides, Mr. President, there 
s something in that which don't quite belong to 
the Judiciary. You issue, I‘know, your manda- 
mus to enforce the law, and to guard the rignt 
of the citizen, but here, sir, you come nearer to 
the highwayman, for your NN and that of 
the highwayman who assails his victim upon the 
public road is precisely similar,—* Stand and 
deliver.“ [Laugbtter.) 

Now, I am occupying that precise condition— 
the juvenile —— of your invited guests 
from your native State and compelled to speak 
under the mandate of your wortby presiding 
otticer. [Lauguter. It leaves me notbing 
therefore, but to make the attempt. And, Mr. 
President, I want to say first that we have 
traveled no thousand miles from Maine 
to partake of your hospitality at 
this generous banquet. There was a higher 
motive that stimulated us. We came to testify 
by our presence here that we have not forgotten, 
and we never will forgot, the good men who 
went from us in early days. [Applause.] We 
regretted, as we hadaright to regret, that you 
should have sought other, and wider, and, in 
your judgment, better fieids in which to display 
your energy, your ability and integrity, and 
your capacity of every kind. You went from 
among us, but we bave been consoled with the 
retiection that you have established reputations 
worthy ot yourselves, and have re- 

honor upon the State from which 
(Applause. ] Need I point 
to mighty West? Need 
illustrate by this Empire State of Illinois the 
truth of my declaration? fit is here to-night. In 
all the relations of lite you have shed a lustre 
upon your native State, and you have done her 
noble and heroic justice. e have been con- 
soled by another reflection on your leaving us 
to seck other, newer, and more agreeabie homes 
to yourselves,—the reflection which has been 
so well stated by your worthy Chairman this 
evening that you will not forget your native 
State. |Applause.] 
„O never may a son of thine, 
Where'er his wandering steps incline, 
Forget the skies that bend above 
His early howe.” 

And then we have been consoled by still an- 
other retiection: that you are still attached b 
ali the ties of early youth to the rock-boun 
coast of Maine, to her rugged hills, to ber slop- 
ing hillsides, to her sterile soil, and, last but uot 
least, to the little school-rooms that cluster 
along her valleys where we bave been taught to 
make men. [Applause.). You have remem- 
bered and you will remember them all, and the 
ties of early years will never depart from you. 
In addituon, you have found homes and new ties, 
and thereby are prepared and fitted to exercise 
or to speak from a higher stand of patriotism as 
a citizen of a whole country. You have the ties 
of youth, and you have the ties of association to 
tell you how dear is this good land of 
ours. True, we are in the fur 
Northeast, upon the outside of Uncle Sam's 
dominions, but when we get three more States 
east of us we willapproximate more toa cen- 
trai position. . 

But I think, with no spirit of boasting, wheth- 
er at home or in Illinois, we may exercise a little 
of just pride for our native State. Do you 
know. Mr. President, that in old Colonial times 
but two mer were knighted by the Mother Gov- 
ernment for gallant and distinguished services: 
William Pepperel, of Kittery, who gallantly led 
the forces at Louisburg, and Admiral Phipps, 
who won his laureis upon the ocean. And in 
Colonial times there was Preble, who was the 
father of our navy, who breathed into it the 
spirit of life, as did Alexander Hamilton ‘nto 

e financial policy of the Government; and 
there was Henry Knox, who was born in that 

rt of Maine that formerly was in Massacbu- 


4 setts [laughter], and who, when Massachusetts 


was set off, had the good sense to cume down 
to Maine to die. [Anplause.] And what have 
we done through our own migrating sons? We 
have done literary work. ho is the peer of 
Henry W. Longfellow in poetry? We have, too, 
Willis. and Hilliard, anda bostof other fam- 
ous men, almost his peers. Iu my own experi- 
ence in the councils of the Nation I once served 
with eight members from the little. broken, 
sterile County of Oxford, and there were nearly 
thirty members of Congress who had gone 
abroad to shed lustre upon Maine as Kepresen- 
tatives of other States. We have furnished 
Governors also; we bave one to-day from that 
part of Maine which is now Massachusetts. and 
we have had one or two in Michigan, one in Min- 
nesota, onc or two in lowa,two in California, 
one in Oregon, and 1 don't know how many 
more. If any of the other States want Govern- 
ors, we have good men andcan furnish them. 
4122 

But I am betraying myself intoa speech which 
I didn’t mean to make, and I will close with one 
single suggestion. The wonderful power of con- 
centrated steam and vapor has revolutionized 
the world. Altbough it is historically true that 
the people of the higher have populated the 
regions of the lower latitudes, yet this wonder- 
fu' power contributed largely beyond natural 
causes to draw away from us our population. 
It is true in the last decade we littie more than 
held our own in pulation, but what, my 
friends, constitute the elements ofa State in 
the bighest degree of prosperity which it can 
reach? it is no one great industry; it must be 
several. The great industries that constitute 
the prosperity of a State and will carry it to its 
bighest point of accomplishment are the triple 
ones of commerce, manufactures, and ag- 
riculture. It is true we are not an 
agricultural State; we have our own 
home markets and respectable agriculture, 
though we come to buy of you; we have a com- 
mercial interest and the history of the com- 
merce of the past gives us the toremost posi- 
tion of any State within the Union. The time 
bas been when we constructed two-tifths at least 
of ali of the tonnage built within the United 
States; and in the recent/survey of the water- 
power of Maine it was demonstrated that our 
water-power witbin accessible reach, to say 
nothing of that which lies within the region of 
our primeval forest, if utilized as is the Paw- 
tucket River in Rhode Island, would demand a 
population of 5,000,000 of people. We have these 
three elements, and when population shall have 
equalized itself, when all the causes that draw 
our population from us have answered and ac- 
complishea their purpose, I tell you, the 
hum of the wheel and the music of 
the loom and of manufactures in every de- 
partment upon the Sater power of our rivers 
that are now running unchecked to the oeean 
and unutilized by the band of man, will give to 
Maine the poses of the first manufacturing 
State of these United States. [Applause.] It 
is written in the letters of the future which I 
can see,and those who shall come after me 
shall see itdone. How ey will be our posi- 
tion; how gratifying will it be to all our own 
good sons, whether they have remained at home 
or strayed abroad, that we assume within this 
family of States that constitute the Nationa 
ition which shall make us among the first of 

ts members. [Applause.]

HENRY W. PAINE, 

After a pleasant interlude by the orchestra, 
the Hon. Henry W. Paine, of Boston, responded 
to the toast, The Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts.”” He began by saying that he and his 
fellow-travelers had wanted no evidence of 
their Western friends’ kindly feelings from the 
very moment they left Boston down to the pres- 
ent time. While they had manifested their re- 
rd for their mother—Maine—they had not 
their venerable grandmother.—

We had then three Members of 
Congress, against twenty under the new appor- 
tionment. Galena, Chicago, Springtield, Peoria, 

uincy, and Danville were then in the same 

istrict. The Representative district, which 
elected our President and his colleague, Mr. 
Thornton, to the Legisiature in 1840, comprised 
ten counties, which to-day bave nearly popula- 
tion — tor two Members of ngress; 
and you, Mr. President, made the canvass of 
that great district on horseback. He may have 
forgotten, but I have,not, that June af tornoon. 
when he and his gif ted and brilliant competitor. 
the late Hon. Thompson Campbell, with their 
well-stuffed saddiebags,—there were no carpet- 
bags then,—mounted their steeds under a blaz- 
ing sun, and departed from Galena to make 
their campaign. 

I bave no time to mark each grade of our prog- 
ress, but it has always been onward and upward. 
At the last census we just failed to outstrip 
Ohio in the race for population, and to become 
the third State in the Union. But, should we be 
so fortunate as to have some more Ohio men at 
the head of the Nacional Administration, we 
may hope that the State will be sufficiently de- 
populated, by baving its citizens sent abroad to 
hold office, to place us ahead at the end of the 
present decade [Laughter and applause.) 

But | think I may be permitted to say a word 
further of Illinois,—not in the language of 
boasting, but in the spirit of a just and honest 
pride. Laved on the west by the great “ Father 
of Waters,“ on the south by the beautiful Onio, 
on the east by the Wabash and by the great in- 
land sea which bears on its bosom such a mighty 
commerce, and whose crystal waves kiss the 
sbore of our unrivaled city, Nature never spread 
out a nobler or a finer field than Illinois for the 
enterprising genius of man. [Applause.] 

It will be no matter of wonder, therefore, that 
the Sons of Maine love the State of their adop- 
tion. They love its ocean-eyed prairies, its green 

roves, its limpid streams, its great cities, its 
— towns, and, above all, its popula- 
tion, so intelligent, so euterprising, aud 80 
generous. We honor the poble sons of 
the State, who, in civil and military 
life, have shed andying lustre on its great 
name. We speak with emotion of ber brave 
sous who rallied to the defense of the Union, 
assailed by traitors and who ever bore in 
lory the starry emblem of the Re- 
— upon a hundred battlefields. [Applause.] 

e pause, Mr. President, in the presence of two 
great bistoric characters—their names are on 
all Our lips—Lincoln and Douglas. [Applause.] 
Grateful bearts and generous hands bave 
erected monuments to their memories, but, as 
enduring as the marble may be, it will molder 
into dust long before their names and their 
fame shall die outin the memory of mankind. 

Whiie we love the State of our adoption, and 
are allied toit by all the ties which can bind a 
man to a great and suble Commonwealth, we 
will cherish in our beart of hearts the recol- 
lection of our grand old mother, Maine. 
If we ever forget or forsake her we 
will dishonor the land of our birth, which may 
Heaven forbid! [Applause.] No son of Maine 
will ever torget her snow-capped mountains, 
and ber great rivers, ner gurgling brooks, ber 
fir-clad hills. and ber smiling valleys. Never 
wilt he forget the cheer of home, the district 
school, the country church, the circulating 
library, and he should guard forever the bright 
example taught him, more precious than rubies, 
and which, when followed, has been the rock of 
his success and his saivation. [Applause.] 

Where'r we roam, whatever realms to see, 
and whatever fortunes may betide us, Maine 
shall be our guiding star. [Applause.] 

And as a child, when scaring squnds molest, 
Cling closer and closer to the mother's breast. 

I wish 1 could speak more fully of our 
friends who have been to see usin our adopted 
bomes, but I must burry to the end. While it is 
invidious to discriminate, there is one among 
the number ot our guests from Maine whuse 
name stands out as a cloud by day and a 
piliar of fire by night.” During half a century 
of al t continuous service in public life, asa 
Representative in the Legislature, a Kepresenta- 
tive in Congress, a Senator of the United States, 
as Governor of Maine, and as Vice-President of 
the United States, no man ever has, and no man 
ever can, put his finger upon a single act that 
will not bear tbe suniight of the most 
searching scrutiny. Full of years, and 
tull of bonors, he has retired from public trusts 
which he nas illustrated by his ability, his integ- 
rity, bis patriotism, and his fidelity, with no 
stain upon bis escutcheon, and amid a universal 
chorus, Well dove, good and faithful servant.”’ 
[Applause] Age has not lessened his strength, 
nor dimmed the ure ot his inteliect, but he 
traversee half a continent to visit us, while 
younger men stay at home; and to-night the 
Sons of Maine, withemotions of pride and grat- 
itude, and with warm and grateful hearts, wel- 
come Hannibal Hamlin to Lilinois. [Great ap- 
plause. } 

A single word more, for I must express ail the 
partiality Lfeel personally for our distinguished 
guest, Gov. Humlin, whom I bave known all my 
mature lite. We are natives of the same county, 
and his bonered father, Dr. Cyrus Hamlin, the 
first physician of my native town of Livermore, 
built the house in which Il was born. His ma- 
ternal grandfather, Deacon Elijah Livermore, 
was the founder of the town, and for whom it 
was named. He was one of those great men of 
whom the world knows notbing. ith a strong 
intellect, rare intelligence, anda keen sense of 
justice, be became to the early settiers “a 
guide, philosopher, and friend.“ He had the 
old-fashioned notions and ideus of the old Re vo- 
lu uonary and Colonial times. He was elected 
the first representative of the town 
to the “Great and General Court of 
Massachusetts Bay.“ and the tradition is that, 
when be made bis journey from his wilderness 
home to go to fulfill bis duties, he departed on 
horseback, wearing his cocked hat, shad-bellied 
waistcoat, ruffied shirt, and knee-breeches. I 
don't believe bis grandson when, first elected to 
the Maine Legisiature traveled on borseback, 
from Hampden to Augusta, with a cocked hat 
and knee-breeches. [| — 2 

But, ladies and gentlemen, while thanking you 
for your kind indulgence, I will no longer tres- 
pass upon your attention. Sons of Maine 
of Illinois, let us guard with filial affection the 
memory of our mother State, and let no un- 
worthy acts of ours soil ber fairname. Twining 
together the flags of the two States. we will 
embiazon on their ample folds the sentiment, 
Maine and Illinois, one and inseparable, now 
and forever.” [Applause.] 


MAYOR HARRISON. 

Mayor Harrison responded to the toast. The 
City of Chicago.“ He said that he admired 
Maine because it was such a self-satisfied State, 
thought itself perfection, and never grew any. 
His Honor thought it a good State to leave, be- 
cause 80 many of the men who left 
it became Congressmen or Governors, 
and one of the sons of Maine present 
might some day be President. The Mayor then 
spoke of Chicago, telling how ducks could be 
shot forty years ago on the spot over which 
the banquet was baing held; how Chicago now 
had the greatest grain, pork, and lumber mar- 
kets in the world; how it had deen 
licked up by lurid flames and re- 
bnilt, and so on. He was 8 of Chicago 
proud to be its Mayor, and proud to have 
whipped his way to the position. The news- 
papers of Chicago werc the greatest in the 
world, although they painted Chicago as a 
wicked city when it was not. His Honor closed 
by paying a tribute to Mr. Hamlin and bidding 
all guests a welcome in benalf of Chicago. 


JAMES H. HOWE. 

The Hon. James H. Howe, of Kenosha, Wis., 
responded to the toast,“ The Sons of Maine in 
Other States.” Geographical boundaries, he 
said, had had little to do with the fortunes of 
the sons of Maine since their exile” from their 
native State. Certain materia! causes had done 
more. Maine's sons were known in almost 
every calling, barring, however, the fact that 
none of them had as yet, he believed, risen 
to be Mayors of Chicago. [Lauehter.] One 
of her proudest suns was at the bead 
of one of the most important departments 
of the Government [applause], while another 
had been elevated to the position of a Judge in 
this circuit,—thank God,—a ition which be 
still adorned. [Applause.!] sons of Maine, 
be was happy to state, were always in the same 
state of sobriety that bis hearers saw them in 
to-night. The gentleman conciuded with some 
happy remarks on the matrimonial state, and

MARK H. DUNNELL. 
The Hon. Mark H. Dunnell, member, of Con- 
gress from Minnesota, responded to the toast, 
“The Sons of Maine in the Co of the 


United States.“

sentatives, were present t 
gray in honorable pubie — 
Fears and 


recognizing the Hepublic, in all its borders, as 
our common country, and giving to it our first 
affection. We love it and its tlag, as an Englisb- 
man loves England., and we are more than ever 
proud of it to-day when, after a bundred 
years, it has finally ed, and 
written, and fought its way to 

equality with the great powers of the worid. 

Kecondly, we are citizens of Illinois, and we 
live iu it as the State of our adoption, the State 
where we bave made our homes and are doing 
our work in life, where our children have been 
born and buried, and where we ourselves expect 
to be laid away to rest after our work is done. 

And finally, with a different sentiment, but 
one of great power, we love the State where we 
were born and wheuce we came. 

Amid the scenes of the intensely busy life 
which we nearly all had, the scenes of the past 
are constaptly recurring. We go back in mem- 
ory to the oid hills, and streams, and meadows, 
to the school-house and the church, to the vil- 
lage and the farm, and recall with deep affec- 
tion a period in our lives when the world was 
young, and there was “giory in the grass and 
splendor in the flower.“ 

It is in recognition of this love for the old 
home, and to help keep bright its tlame, that 
we found these societies. The Vermonters here, 
being a sentimental set of Yankees, were the 
first, I believe, to set the example. I congratu- 
late the Sons of Maine that they are foliowi 
our lead. They know where to go fora 
model. Vermont is not nearly as big as. Maine, 
but she is a good deal older. Maine, indeed, is quite 
a young sister in comparison, therefore Ver- 
mont is entiticd to put on some airs, as Masea- 
chusetts does. It is a pity that Maine should not 
also follow Vermont in politica. In Vermont 
politics give nobod ony won. In Maine they 
give a great deal. f ugbter]. In Vermont 
the whole country knows in advance how an 
election will result. In Maine you don’t know 
even after it is held. [Great laughter. It 
would be a great deal easier if you would be all 
on one side or ail on the other. But as you are, 
all the world adits, and must admit, that you 
are a very noble State, great not merely 
National resources, but 

in the quality 

you produce. The influence 

men of Maine in the City of Chicago is very 
great, and deservedly so. In all those qualities 
that go to making a great city,—in talent, cbarac- 
ter, intelligence, energy.—they stand in the fore- 
most rank. The more of such men you can 
send us the deeper will be our gratitude to 


Maine. [Applause. 
I conclude, Mr. President, by wish in be- 
balf of the Sons of Vermont to Sons of Maine 


all prosperity and happiness. 


THE PRESS. 

The last toast of the evening—“ The Press 
was responded to by Mr. C. A. Boutelle, of the 
Bangor Whig, who lauded the Chicago news- 
papers for their unrivaled enterprise, their 
wonderful growth in a comparatively few short 
years to their present proud position as expon- 
ents and molders of public thought, and said it 
seemed to him like bringing coals to Newcastle 
—and in a very small hod, at that—to get 
him, the editor of a little country vewspaper 
down in Maine, to come out here and attempt to 
teil Chicago people anything apout the Press. 
If he had been invited to go to New York— 
where they were just beginning [laughter]—be 
shouldn't think it so strange. After getting 
through with his eulogy of the Chicagu news- 
papers, Mr. Boutelle gave his ideas as to what 
constituted the sphere and duty of the profession, 
closing with a seven-stanza eulogy on the patri- 
ots who bad fought, bled. and died for the liber- 
ty of the press, and an exordium to the Sons of 
Maine to remember the place of their birth, and 
to keep the turf green. 

Mr. J. N. Jewett, the Vice-President of the 
Society, announced the receipt of several other 
telegrams and letters, expressing their authors’ 
profound regrets at their inability to be present, 
but, owing to the lateness of the hour,.—it was 
now half-past 12,—they were not read. At a

GEORGIA REPUBLICANS.

ATLANTA, Ga., Jane 16.—The State Cen- 
tral Committee of the Republican party of 
Georgia, after being in session two days, has 
adjourned.

Sitting-Bull Deserted by Most of His

Sr. Paul., Minn., June 16.—A Winnipeg 
special to the Pioneer Press says: “ Indian 
Commissioner Dewdney arrived here to-day, 
having driven from Fort Quappelle to Grand 
Valley, thence down the Assinniboine by 
steamer; he reports Indian affairs very satis- 
factory. Everything is quiet, and large 
crops have been sown on the farms on the 
Indian reserve. He had an interview with 
Sitting-Bull, to whom he communicated the 
intelligence that he need not expect any res- 
ervation from the Canadian Government. 
Bull had been deserted by most of the chiefs 
and warriors, who surrendered to the Ameri- 
enn authorities. The thirty or forty 
lodges encamped on the banks of the 
Quappelle consist rincipally of old women 
and children. It ſs thought he will pay a 
visit shortly to Winnipeg, and Dewdney ulti- 
mately expects him to surrender to 
American authorities, unless he is persuaded 
before that to make a tour of Can- 
ada and the United States with some 
menagerie. A large number of Blackfeet 
and Piegwans, who spent last winter amon 
the buffalo south of the international bound- 
ary, have signified their intention of return- 
ing to their country on the Bow River this 
summer. The news telegraphed yesterday 
of a fight between the Sioux Crees, ip

RESIGNATIONS. 

Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. , 
BALriuonx, Md., June 16.—The resigna- 
tions of Mr. John King, Jr., First Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Mr. William Keyser, Second Vice- 
President of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Company, were formally laid before Mr. 
John W. Garrett, President of the Company, 
to-day, and in a few days will be presented 
to a special meeting of the Board of Direct- 
ors. For several weeks past the resignations 
of the above-named officials had been ru 
mored in railroad and commercial circles, 
although Mr. Keyser and other of- 
ficilals emphatically denied the rumors. 
The exact season for the simultaneous 
resignation of these two important 
and highly valued officials of this great corpora- 
tion is not definitly known. Mr. Keyser was in 
his office to-day, but positively refused to be in- 
terviewed or say anything abeut the matter. 
Mr. King was here about a week age, but is now 
at his home in Cincinnati. He has not been in 
very good health for some time past, and pro- 
poses, it is understood, to eo abroad for several 
The announcement of the resignations 
t surprise here to-day, although it 

bad not n unexpected. As to who will be the 
successors of Messrs. King and Keyser, there 
are all sorts of conjectures atloat, the general 
— being that Mr. Robert Garrett, the 
Third Vice-President, will take Mr. King’s place, 
and Mr. John W. Davis, the present assistart to 
the President, will be made nd Vice-Presi- 


dent.

New York, June 16.—The report from Balti- 
more to-day relative to the resignations of 
Messrs. King and Keyser from the Vice-Presi- 
dents’ offices of the Baltimore & Ohio Kailway* 
is said by officials of the road, at the genera! of- 
fice of the Company in this city, to be only true 
in part. it was there said that Mr. King bad for 
six months past u desirous of resigning all 
his offices, not only the Vice-Presidency of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railway, but also the Re- 
ceivership of the Marietta & Cincinnati 
and the Ohio & Mississippi Railway, the 
latter being far more rofitabie 
to him pecuniarily than the former. o reason 
for his resignation was that his physicians had 
said that, unless he retired from business, bis 
life would pay the forfeit. It was, however, 
understood that he would not resign until the 
annual meeting in September, and if he has done 
80, itis because he was desirous that his suc- 
cessor should become conversant with the work- 
ings of the road before the annual meeting took 
piace. It was not believed tbat Mr. Keyser had 
resigned, but, as it had become customary lately 
to associate tne two names together in the opera- 
tion of the road, this doubtiess led to the asso- 
ciation of bis name with that of Mr. King in the 
tender of the resignations. 

No reason can be definitly ascertained for the 
resignations of Messrs. King and Keyser. Many 
of the raiiroad officials deny that they have re- 
signed, although it is S believed that the 
report is true. No oficial staiement has yet 
been received by the Company.

CINcINNATI, June 16.—The dispatch from Bal- 
timore to effect that J. King, Jr., the First 
Vice-President of the Baltimore & Ohio Kail- 
road, and William Keyser, Secretary, bad re- 
signed, created quite a sensation in railroad cir- 
cles in this city late this afternoon. The news 
was entirely unexpected. Mr. King was not at 
his office, and no one could be found who had 
any pretense to understanding what it meant. 
To-night a reporter drove out to Clifton, an 
aristocratic suburb of the city, and rang the 
bell at the door of Mr. — he palatial home. The 
response was that the gentieman was in and could 
be seen. Singularl news from Baltimore 
had not yet reached him. When informed as to 
its nature., be indulged in quite a laugh, and 
then expressed doubts as to whether the re- 
porter had understood the dispatch. There's 
not a particle of foundation forthe story.“ he 
said, but added, in the tone of one who was im- 

a secret, that he had fully resolved to 
retire, not only from the Baltimore & Ohio, but 
from the other roads with which he is con- 
nected. He had taken no step in that direc- 
tion, however, and would not for some time 
to come. His connection with the Baltimore 
would be severed at such a time as fa resigna- 
tion couid be appropriatety presented to the 
Board of Directors, which would probably not 
be for some weeks to come. Inthe fall he will 
surrender to the courts the control of the Ohio 
& Mississippi and Marietta & Cincinnati Roads, 
of which he is Receiver. He has no idea who 
willsucceed him in the management of these 
trusts. He has fully determined to surrender 
them, however, and gives ili-health as the rea- 
son.

which referred to himself. 

The report that Mr. John King, Jr., First 
Vice-President and General Manager, and 
Mr. William Keyser, Second Vice-President 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, had re- 
signed their respective positions caused con- 
siderable surprise in railroad circles here. 
The speculations as to what caused these gen- 
tlemen to resign are manifold. Some say 

there has beena misunderstanding be- 
tween them and President Garrett, who did 
not approve of their management during his 
absence in Europe. Others again insist that 
both contemplated resigning for some months 
tin order to take a trip to Europe for the 
nefit of their heaith, and that they simply heid 
on to their tions until Mr. Garrett returned. 

It is certain that nothing has occurred to cause 
these official to resign so suddenly. If they 
wanted to ffoto Europe they could have done 
so withont resigning. 

The withdrawal of these gentlemen from the 
active 1 of the Baltimore & Ohio in- 
dicates that President Garrett means again to 
step to the front and run the roud himself ac- 
cording to his own notions. His son, Mr. Robert 
Garrett, Third Vice-President, will probably 
step into Mr. King's shoes as First Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Mr. M. H. Smitb, General Freight 
Agent, will probably be piaced in charge of the 
Company's commercial! affairs.

If this 
same system was applied to the railroad compa- 
nies, with their thousands of positions and em- 
ployés, and the proverbial tendency of corpora- 
tions to purchase place and immunity by yield- 
ing to the demands of men in power over them, 
the Commission would become the most mon- 
strous engine for controlling nominations and 
the actions of the representatives of the peo- 
ple the State has ever known. Existing 
abuses would rethain without remedy, and new 
ones grow out of these reciprocal relations. The 
Committee have heard no charges either of neg- 
lect or favoritism against the State Rugineer 
and Surveyor. His performance of the duties 
of Railroad Commissioner has been able and et- 
ficient. He bas made no representations that 
he desires or needs any increase of powers. The 
Committee, therefore, report against the trans- 
fer of duties from the State Engineer and Sur- 
* to a Board of three Commissioners as pro- 
vided for in this bill, 

The railroad managers and other railroad 
officials in this city express great satisfaction 
over the report of the New York Senate 
Railroad Committee, because, they say, the 
same reasons that are assigned why no Rail- 
road Commission should be appointed in 
New York apply with greater force to IIli- 
nois. New York and Chicago, they aay, are 
similarly situated, and railroad legislation 
affects them more severely than any other 
points in the country. Without discrimina- 
tion in their favor these two cities would 
soon cease to be the great business centres of 
the country. A law, they say, which regu- 
lates rates, and makes it a misdemeanor to 
carry business from farther points at less rates 
than from nearer ones, will force the busi- 
ness on roads that make a short cut 
through the State. In New York a Rail- 
road law such as was proposed would 
they say, affect the New York Central alone, and 
none of the other roads that lead to New York 
and other Atlantic seaboards. New York 
Central runs its entire length through the State 


‘of New York, while the Erie, Pennsylvania, New 


Jersey Central, and all other lines either run 
through the State but short distances or not at 
all. Consequently the latter roads would not 
come under the provisions of the law on the 
ground that they are dome mostly an inter- 
State business, while the New York Central 
would be compelled to make and adhere to such 
rates as provided by the law. Thus the New 
York Central would be prevented from compet- 
ing with the other roads on through business. 
As the New York Central is the only road which 


New York, that 
a sufferer as York Central, 
andeven worse. The New York Central could 
evade the provisions of the law by diverting 
business from New York to Boston, making it 
thus inter-State business. Under such circum- 
stances New York would lose muchof its im- 
portance as a commercial city. 

The Illinois law if enforced, they say, would 
affect Chicago even worse than New York. Take 
the Illinois Central for example. This road, 
like the New York Central, is peculiarly a State 
road. The large majority of its tonnage begins 
and ends in this State. Crossed as it is in 
— places by other roads whose tonnage is 
almost entirely inter-State, and are therefore 
not controlled by State laws, the Illinois Central 
would be unable to compete for business 
at any of these twenty competi pvuints, 
and the business which comes through [Illinois to 
Chicago would take the cross roads through In- 
diana and Onio to Toledo and to Eastern sea- 
boards without comi to Chicago at all. The 
enforcement of such a law would make Toledo 
and Detroit the principal lake ports, and Chica- 
go would dwindle down to the ‘insignificance 
which those places now enjoy. It would be the 
bight of folly andacrime against the interests 
of this 1. U they say, to oripye the great IIli- 
nois and Chicago lines in their contest with these 
inter-State roads. It would be bad policy for 
the State to compel the Illinois Central and oth- 
er roads leading through the State to Chicago to 
gather up the business and on short hauls and 
at unremunerative rates deliver jt to these 
cross lines, who get it out of the State as soon 
as they can. he railroad managers here 
do not deny that there is some need 
for certain railroad legisiation, but such legisia- 
tion they say should affectall the roads, whether 
State or inter-State, alike, and this can only be 
accomplished by National legisiation. The in- 
terference of the State with such matter acts 
entirely against the interests of the State and 
its principal business centres and corporations, 
while those corporations who have but small in- 
terests within the State and do their best to 
force business to points outside of the State are 
benefited thereby. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT COMPLICA- 
TIONS. 

The Eastern freight complications are get- 

ting more entangled every day,and if the New 

York Presidents and Commissioner Fink do 

not soon find ways by which the troubles can 

be stopped there is no telling where the rates 


will land in the end.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 
WHY ARE THEY NOT REPORTED? 

Dr. De Wolf was spoken to yesterday bya 
TRIBUNE reporter in regard to tne lax manner 
in which he enforces the law compelling physi- 
cians to report contagious diseases, 
such as diphtheria, scariet-fever, measics, 
and chicken-pox. Smali-pox cases are 
fairly well reported, but now and 
then some are unearthed which shows that cer- 
tain physicians are doing their best to secrete 
them. Dr. De Wolf regards a doctor asa man 
who cannot err, and physicians ir general as a 
class of people whose every act must be ap- 
proved of. The daily death- rate shows that 
scariet-fever and diphtheria are claiming nu- 
merous victims. The public have a right to 
know where these diseases are. Nearly every 
physician in Chicago has had cases of the dis- 
eases spoken of under his care within a few 
weeks past, some of which nave proved fatal, 
yet no report is made of them until death claims 
the victim, when a burial permit is asked for, 
which compels a statement of the cause of 
death. The fact that these cases are conceaied, 
and the houses not isolated has a tendency to 
spread the contagion. e 

It was related toa TRIBUNE reporter yester- 
Gay that a lady about a month ago took ber two 
children with ber and“talled upon a friend on 
one of the South Side avenues, where there was 
a sick child. There was no placard on the house 
warning that there was scarict-fever there, but 
that is what the child had. Thetwo children of 
the visiting lady were subsequently stricken 
down with the same disease, but, fortunately, 
are recovering. 

Dr. De Wolt was told yesterday of some sixty 
cases which had not been reported, but he gave 
no satisfactory answer. This matter is too im- 

rtant, however, to be disregarded. The cit 

s filthy to a degree hitherto unknown, and, 
while a few of the streets down town are at 
present comparatively clean, nearly all those in 
the three divisions of the city are in a shocking 
condition and a disgrace to a great city like 
Chicago. The alleys in every quarter 
of the thickiy-inhabited parts of the city are 
reeking with old garbage and fijith, which are 
sending their as death-dealing exhala tions 
into the air. The street contractor is not doing 
bie duty. He only attends to the main business 
thoroughfares, and these, until very recently, 
—— A aay much better cared for than those men- 
ioned. 

The fact remains, however, that scarlet- 
fever and diphtheria are prevalent in Chicago; 
that zymotic diseases are on the increase, an 
that the Health Department is not dotng what it 
should to prevent the spread of contagion by 
compelling the isolation of premises where the 
disease prevails, and forcing doctors to report 
all cases of the ases mentioned. 

SMALL~POX.

THE COURT ASKED DR. TUCKER 
what he had tosay about the charge that he 
recommended the arrest of a sane person on the 
charge of insanity, and the gentleman answered 
that he might perbaps have been a little indis- 
creet in the matter, but be was a young 
physician and somewhat inexperienced, and he 
knew that Mrs. Griffin was of @ very nervous 
temperament and that she and ber husband 
lived very uohappily togetner.“ The Court in- 
timated that the whole proceeding had been a 
very irregular one, and the case was dismissed 
before the jury left their seats. 
THE ACTION OF DR. TUCKER 

was severely criticised afterward by Judge 
Loomis and other officials about the building. 
Fearing that it might otherwise bring his office 
into disrepute, Dr. Bluthardt informed his as- 
sistant that for the present he might consider 
his services dispensed with—dispensed with 
until a satisfactory explanation was given tor 
his singular behavior.

POOR CORN. 


Shippers of This Cereal to St. Louis 
Complaining that It Is Being Graded 
Too Low. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, June 16.—To-day there was 
open complaint among the Grain Lispectors, 
who say they have had to be more than 
usually careful this season in their inspec- 
tion. The coryAarriving here, and especially 
that from lowa, has been in poor 
shape, and, while presenting a good ap- 
pearance to the eye, would not hold 
its condition long, and a few cars of this 
corn put into a bin of good corn would svon 
spoil the whole let. The real trouble seems 
to be in the great difference between the 
price of No. 2 mixed and rejected. The av- 
erage difference between these grades is two 
cents, but now, with 12 to 15 eents difference, 
if the country shipper’s corn goes rejected 
and sells at its price it lets him in for a large 
loss, hence his complainis. The St. Louis 
market for corn is essentially an export 
market, and there is nok the demand 
for the low grades that there is in Chicago, 
Toledo, and Peoria, where itis bought for 
distilling: so that while No.2 mixed in St. 
Louis sells at a high figure, the lower grades 
rule very low in value. For some time past 
complaints have treely been received by St. 
Louis commission merchants from their 
country shippers regarding the inspection of 
corn in this market, which inspection these 
shippers characterize as mag pny | too rigid, 
holding the standard of No. 2 80 high that a 
large portion of the corn arriving here misses 
that grade and goes rejected or no grade. As 
the difference in price between No. 2 mixed 
and rejected has ruled 12 to 15 cents lower 
for the latter, the country shippers’ kick has 
been most vigorous, and letters from them 
grow sharper and spicier as time passes and 
no improvement appears in the grading of 
their corn. It is not alone on corn of the 
1880 crop that these shippers complain, but 
they claim that old corn of 1879, which has 
been kept in dry condition under cover, and 
was in gvod merchantable shape, has 
missed grade when sent here. 
The same corn, both of the 
1880 and 1879 crop, which has gone rejected 
in this market, when sent to Chicago, Peo- 
ria, or Toledo has inspected No. 2 at those 
places. The St. Louis firms that have been 
the recipients of most of these complaints 
say that a large amouht of corn is driven 
away from this market by the rigid inspec- 
tion, the country shippers preferr to send 
their grain to points where they are sure the 
corn will grade and they can get No. 2 price, 
rather than take their chances of the corn 
going rejected here and selling far below the 
price of No. 2.

A NARROW ESCAPE.

He was almost exhausted when 
reached, and had gone under the water once or 
twice. 


To Resuscitate the Drowned, 

If a doctor can be bad immediately, well and 
good; but do not waste a moment for one, for 
moments are precious under such circaum- 
stances. Whenever the body of a person is re- 
covered, who has not been more than thirty 
minutes under the water, though seemingly 
dead, there is a possibility that life may be re- 
stored it the following instructions are faith- 
fuily carried out: 

The tirst thing to do, when the body is taken 
out of the water,is to raise it gently, and, if 
water flows from the mouth, encourage it to do 
so by a favrable position, but do not use any 
rougb or violent means, such as rolling it ona 
barrel, or holding it up by the heels, as is some- 
times ignurantly done. Such treatment is both 
absurd and injurious, and is calculated to ex- 
tinguish any latent spark of vitality that may 
yet linger in the frame, for you must 
recollect that death is not caused by the 
water rushing into the luugs, but by 
the want of air, which wus excluded 
by being uuder water. Afterdraining the water 
from the mouth, as above stated, lay the body 
on the right side, the bead and breast slightly 
raised; get a plank or shutter, and remove the 
body to the nearest house, or if no house is near, 
to u dry and warm situation. No time should 
be lost in doing this. Having cleansed the mouth 
and nostrils ot froth, mucus, etc., the next im- 
portant step (when a person is found with 
clothes on) is to strip the body of its wet 
clothes, rub it quickly dry, and if there is no 
warin blanket or bed to be had, cover it over 
with the spare clothes of the bystanders. Let 
heat be applied to the body in every possible 
way, for which purpose the bot bath will be 
found the most ettieacious of any, and should 
always be emploved when the circumstances of 
the case will admit, butin the absence of such 
convenience, the next application for restoring 
the natural heat, and which can always be 
procured, is hot flannels and hot bricks. The 
bot bricks, wrapped up in a dry cioth, should be 
placed aloug the limbs and.side of the body, and 
to the feet. Gentle friction with the warm flan- 
nel should be used ali over the body. If some 
whisky or brandy can be had made warm and 

yured on the flannel it will be more effivacious. 

lot more than a few minutes sbould be occu- 
pied in putting this process of restoring beat in 
operation,—in fact, while it is in process an ef- 
fort to restore respiration should be used. This 
is best done by gently opening the mouth, de- 
press the tongue, and draw it gently forward; 
then press the diaphragm upwards, su as to force 
out the air in the lungs, which will be instantiy 
retilled upon remitting the pressure by airspon- 
taneously rushing in to fill the vacuum. All that 
is required, tnerefore, beingithe alternate press- 
ure upon the abdomen and chest and its remis- 
sion, which process should be repeated from fif- 
teen to twenty times in a minute. so as to imi- 
tate natural breathing as nearly as possible. 

During the attempts to restore respiration, 
friction with the hot flannel should be unremit- 
tingly applied to the y.and volatile stimu- 
lants (such as spirits of hartshorn or carbonate 
of ammonia) held to the nose. If the eye looks 
clear and gives the slightest sign of cont " 
and that any natural warmth of the body is

Persevere diligently and hopefully in the 
above treatment for at least baif an hour. or 
even more, for, accordi to the reports of the 
Humane Suciety of London, several lives have

Annual Reunion of the Old Settlers 
and Their Young Friends. 


A Very Pleasant and Successful Gath- 
ering of Old Neighbors.

BuBLINGTON, Wis., June 15.—The annual 
reunion of the Racine County Old Settlers’ 
Society was held here to-day, and was one of 
the most pleasant and successful gatherings 
ever held under the auspices of this Society.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

The Higgs System of Stored Lighting 
~Steadiness, Cheapness, and Great 
Expectations—A Trial of Rlval Sys- 
tems of Electric Lichting—The 
Comparative Merits of Edison’s and 
Higgs’ Lamps to Be Tested. 

New York Times, June 3. 

In the course of the next two weeks a very 
interesting and atecisive test of the value of 
the Faure secondary battery fur electric 
lighting will, if no untoward accident pre- 
vents, take place in the parlor of a Fifth 
avenue residence. This ingenious device for 


storing electricity, first devised by NM. 
Planté, but recently modified and im- 
proved by M. Faure, whose name it 


now bears, has already been described 
in the ‘Limes in connection with 
some fufkller improvements by Dr. Paget 
Higgs, formerly associated with Wheatstone, 
the celebrated English electrician, who has 
invented a system of electric lighting in 
which it is employed as the source of energy 
for the lamp or series of lamps embraced in 
the circuit. The trial will be a novel one, 
and public interest in the competition will 
doubtless be increased by the fact that Mr. 
Higgs’ lamp is to be pitted against Edison's. 
The merits of the two systems are to be fully 
tested as regards economy, convenience, 
quality of light, etc.,—questions that will re- 
quire more than a single evening to deter- 
mine. Each inventor will presumably 
manage hisown part of the exhibition in 
persou. The date of thecontest has not been 
fixed with absolute precision. but will not be 
later than June 2%, and possibly a day or 
two earlier. The exhibition will not bea 
ublic one in any proper sense of the term: 
ndeed, the invitations to witness it will be 
limited to a favored few who are particularly 
interested in electrical enginevring or 
possess the open sesame to the laboratories of 
the contestants. 

The system of electric lighting invented by 
Dr. Higgs has excited the especial interest of 
electricians, not only on account of its sim- 
plicity in point of theory, but because it dis- 
penses with — processes Which have 
hitherto been considered essential to the op- 
eration of electric lamps. While ‘engaged in 
Wheatstone’s laboratory in the capacity of 
working electrician, Dr. Higgs became con- 
vinced that the electric light could never be 
available for more delicate purposes, where 
steadiness is required, until some means had 
been devised to overcome the fluetuation due 
to the irregularity of the motive power. In 
steam engines of the best make the varia- 
tions from moment to moment, due to causes 
that are inseparable from the nature of the 
power itself, is estimated at not far from 27 
per centum. This fluctuation is transmitted 
to the electric generator, which is, in addi- 
tion to the disadvantages arising from the 
slipping of belts and the vibration of the en- 
ine, subject to variations of its own, due to 
eating, to slight alteration in the position of 
the communicator, and to alterations in in- 
ternal resistance that science isnot yet able 
to explain. Every variation arising from 
these sources is reproduced in the blaze of 
the lamp, which is a galvanometer of higher 
delicacy than electricians have yet been 
able to construct upon any other principle: 
and hence the sudden and apparently cause- 
less fluctuation of the light, the jumping and 
irregularity, that have been regarded as insep- 
arable alike fromthe use of the are and from 
that of incandescent metal or carbon loops. 
Moreover, the vibrations of the source of 
power are represented in the flame, and not 
only represented, but exaggerated in a pro- 
portion that is computed to be as the cube of 
any given number to the number itself; so 
that a slight and almost imperceptible vibra- 
tion or variation in the source of power ap- 
pears in the light either in the form of a near- 
ly complete extinction or of a blinding and 
irritating blaze. Ithas been noted by exper- 
imeutal physiologists that the circulation of 
the blood in the ball of the eye is perceptibly 
increased by any attempt to read or to work 
by the light of an electric lamp; and, al- 
though the ingenuity of electricians has been 
particularly directed to overcoming this de- 
fect, no lamp, or rather no system of light- 
ing, has yet been presented in which it was 
completely obviated; the fact. being, accord- 
ing to the best authorities, that it is insep- 
arable from the direct use of steam power 
and the dynamic generator to supply the lamp 
with energy. 

The attempt to employ secondary piles in 
electric lighting is by no means novel; but 
the Planté battery was soon dismissed, as 
being scarcely less irregular than the gene- 
rator itself, owing to the fact that, when the 
poles were once connected, the discharge 
was exceedingly rapid at the beginning, but 
grew weaker and weaker during its progress, 
until at the end it was too feeble to be avail- 
able. This defect, with the lack of uniform- 
ity arising from it, soon discredited the 
Planté battery as a source of energy for 
electric liguting; but in August, 1879, while 
the inutility of Planté’s invention was still 
in question, Mr. Edison applied for a vatent 
for the use of two such batteries in his sys- 
tem of electric lighting. One of them was to 
be introduced into the main circuit, charged, 
and connected with one or more electric 
lights. While the first battery was thus sup- 
lying the lamps with energy, and the serv- 
ces of the generator were not required for 
that purpose, the second batiery was to be 
connected with the source of power and 
charged in the same manner as its pre- 
decessor. When the stored energy of the 
first was exhausted or nearly so, and the 
light began to fail, the second battery was to 
be connected, and thus, by charging and ex- 
hausting each alternately, the direct connec- 
tion between the generator and the lamps, 
which is the source of the irregularity pre- 
viously described, was avoided. Mr. Edison 
constructed, or preferred to construct, his 
secondary piles of sheets of lead wound to- 
gether into a square or cylindrical form and 
immersed in acidulated water in a closed 
ease. The gases generated by the decom posi- 
tion of the liquid he employed to actuate a 
circuit regulator. Reasons of cost led him to 
abandon the idea of using stored electricity 
to overcome the fluctuations of the light 
caused by variation in the motive power: or, 
possibly, experience showed that Plante’s in- 
vention would not answer the purpose, Owing 
to the rapid irregularity of the discharge. 
The description of Faure’s secondary battery 
read before the Academy of Sciences, France, 
in April last. and printed in Compte’s Ren- 
dus for April 18, and the reputed experiments 
of Sir William Thompson witn it in the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, have attracted attention 
anew to the possibility of utilizing stored 
electricity for lighting. The experiments of 
Dr. Higgs have consequently been viewed 
by American electricians with an interest 
that they would not have excited if M. 
Faure’s improvement had not received the 
sanction of the highest European authority. 
claims to have so far overcome the 


| able for the most delicate 
quantity and intensity of the current from 
his battery are so nearly uniform, from the 
moment wheu the poles are connected until 
that when the discharge ceases altogether, 
that it can be employed for medical pu 
and he has used itin the treatment af nam 
ralgia with flattering success. ltogether 
the variation trom the nning to the end 
of the discharge is said be about 20 per 
cent,—that is, until the very instant when 
the charge is exhausted and the current 
ceases its quantity is eight-tenths of what it 
registered at the moment when the circuit 
was established. The best primary decom- 
position batteries seldom, if ever, show better 
results than these. The minimum (red lead) 
with which M. Faure artificially coats the 
sheets used in constructing his battery Dr. 
Higgs develops upon the surface in the 
process of charging, and by some other modi- 
fications, principally chemical in their de- 
scription, he corrects the development of 
gases and reduces the cost of the plant very 
materially. <A single assistant in his labora- 
tory—not an expert by any means—success- 
fully charged several batteries on Saturday, 
and will charge 200 more in the course of the 
next ten days, with a view to the trial which 
is to take place shortly and other trials that 
are expected to follow. 

The data as to the cost of such supplies, 
with proper facilities for manufacturing and 
charging, are not as exact as could be wished. 
The materials, consisting simply of a few 
strips of lead, a little sodium or ammonium, 
a little sulphuric acid, and a few other con- 
stituents equally common, are as inexpensive 
as they are easy to obtain in large quantities. 
The main item is in the cost of charging, 
and in this particular the experience of Dr. 
Iliggins has not been sufficient to give 
figures. The loss of power is very trifling, 
and when charged the cells can be stored or 
transported across the Atlantic without dan- 
ger of their potency being wasted. In this 
respect, as far as observation has gone, there 
is no loss whateyer, the quantity of electricity 
discharged being proximately exact equiva- 
lent of the quantity introduced into the bat- 
tery from the generator or primary source of 
energy. So long as the poles are not con- 
nected there is, as far as observation can de- 
termine such a question, absolutely no action 
and reaction whatever among the various con- 
stituents inclosed in the hermetically sealed 
box. The lamp devised to be operated by these 
cells is based upon the principle of the in- 
finitesimal are; that is, the ends of the carbon 
points are so near together that the unaided 
eye cannot detect that they are not in con- 
tact. As compared with the incandescent 
aes, the economy of this are is, Dr. 

liggs claims, demonstrated by experience. 
Ile says that he abandoned incandescence at 
an early stage in his experiments, having be- 
come convinced that the amount of energy 
rebuired to producea given light was too 
large to admit of successful competition with 
gas, and he predicts that every attempt to 
bring incandescent lights into such compe- 
tition willendin failure. His best results 
have been to produce five lights of fifty can- 
dies each from a cell occupying a space of 
eight cubic feet. The lamps cost25 cents 
each, and the ceil fully charged would cost 
about $100. Allowing for loss of energy in 
charging, these results compare, he thinks, 
most favorably with those of any carbon light 
in use, and are immeasurably better than can 
be obtained on the incandescent principle. 
When exhausted the battery can be re- 
charged, but in nractice it would be better 
to havea relay of two batteries, and, by dis- 
connecting the poles, the discharge can be ar- 
rested at any moment.

Then he 
arrays himself in his splendid toggery; be anoints 
himself with bear’s grease over the dirt, and 
daubs on vermilion and ycilow ochre over the 
bear's grease; he paints great yellow circies 
around his eyes to make him look fierce; he ad- 
justs the gaudy breech-clout; he sports big brass 
earrings, ties his red garters around his neck, 
sticks postage-stamps upon his manly bosom, 
and wears his blanket pompadour; ving once 
murdered a crony for sion of & squaw, he 
now sticks into his matted hair ten Jong quilis 
from a hawk's tail. and paints them red to tes- 
tify that he has slain ten braves; be solemuly 
invokes his totem and gets drunk; he dances 
the sun-dance on one leg and sings a love-song 
with only three notes in the wholc range of it; 
and in the intervals of bopping, and howling, and 
loating, and wife-beating, he crosses his ma- 
jestic arms in frout of bim and does the heavy 
strutting around. This is tne Buck of the 
American prairie.

HAWTHORNE TO A FRIEND. 


His Books, One of His Habits, Some 
Gin, and Buying a House. 
Harper for July contains a long and fresh 
letter from Nathaniel Hawthorne. It is ad- 
dressed to William B. Pike. Mr. Pike was 
for many years Collector of the Port of 
Salem, and his acquaintance with the great 
romancer began early and did not close until 
he died. The letter was written from Lenox, 
Mass., on July 21, 1851, and, in part, is as fol- 
lows: 
Drar Pike: I should have written to you 
long since, acknowledging the receipt of 
your gin, and in answer to your letter, but 1 
have been very busy with my pen. As to the 
gin, leannot speak of its quality, for the 
bottle has not yet been opened, and will 
probably remain corked till cold weather, 
when I mean to take an occasional sip. 1 
really thank vou for it, however: nor could 
Lhelp shedding a few quiet tears over that 
which was so uselesly spilt by the express- 


man. 

The most important news I have to tell you 
(if you have not already heard it) is that we 
have another daughter, now about 2 months 
old, She isa very bright and healthy child, 
and neither more nor less handsome than ba- 
bies generally are. I think 1 feel more inter- 
est in her than I did in the other children at 
the same age, from the consideration that she 
is to be the daughter of my age,—the com- 
fort (at least so it is to be hoped) of my de- 
clining years. 

By the way, if I continue to prosper as 
heretofore in the literary line, I shall soon be 
in a condition to buy a place; andif you 
should hear of one, say worth from 31,500 to 
$2,000, | wish you would keep your eye on it 
I should wish it to be on the sea 
coast, or at all events with easy access tothe 
sea. Very little land would suit my purpose: 
but | want a good house, with space enough 
inside, and which will not 2 consid— 
erable repairs. I find that 1 do not feel at 
home among these hills, and should not like 
to consider myself permanently settled here. 

Why did you not express your opinion of 
“The llouse of the Seven Gables,” which | 
sent you’? 1 suppose you were afraid of 
hurting my feelings by disapproval, but you 
need not have been. | should receive friend- 
ly censure with just as much equanimity as 
if it were praise; though, certainly, 1 had 
rather you would like the book than not. At 
any rate, it has sold finely, and seems to have 
pleased a good many people better than the 
other, and I must confess that [| myself am 
among the number. It is more characteristic 
of the author, anda more natural book for 
me to write, than the Scarlet Letter’? was. 
When I write another romance, I shall take 
the community for a subject, and shall give 
some of my e&periences and observations at 
Brook Farm. Since the publication of the 
Seven Gables,” I have written a book for 
children, which isto be put to press imme- 
diately. 

On receiving your letter I wrote to Long- 
fellow, requesting him to forward you any 
books that might facilitate your progress in 
the Swedish language. Ile has not told me 
whether or no he did so; I asked him to 
send them to the Manson House in Salem. 
| wish vou had rather undertaken Latin, or 
French, or German, or indeed almost any 
other language, in which there would have 
been a more extensive and attainable litera- 
ture than in the Swedish. But if it turns 
out to be a pleasure and improvement to 
‘ourself, the end is attained. You will never, 
fear (you see that I takeafriend’s privilege 
to speak plainly), make the impression on 
the world that in years gone by | used to 
hope you would. It will not be your fault, 
however, but the fault of circumstances, 
Your flower was not destined to bloom in 
this world. I hope to see its glory in the 
next. 


Freaks of Lightning. 
New York Sun. 

Two brothers named Bowen, piowing in a field 
near Clarksvilie, Ark., were 1 killed by 
lightping. Every bone in their bodies was 
broken. 
The Rev. J. B. Evans and his son-in-law, of 
Brookville, Pa., were killed while planting corn; 
as was also Charles J. Swallow, aged 45, of Dun- 
stable, Mass. 
At Lynn, Mass., lightning entered the house of 
Mrs. Charles Hawkes, ripped up the carpets, up- 
set the furniture, and set clothing in a closet 
on fire. 
Henry Klosman, acarman of Pittsfield, Mass., 
wulle on his Way to the depot with a load of 
goods, was struck by lightning and instantly 
killed. The wagon was demolished, and the 
packages of goods opened. 
Mrs, Alexander and her three children were 
instantly killed at their home in Habersham, 
Ga., and John Lanone, of Calloway County, Ky., 
aged 20 years, was killed while standing beside a 
crib with arms folded. 
The first death by lientning ever recorded in 
Nevada occurred May 21. in Virginia City. the 
victim being a Chivaman. In the same storm a 
bolt chipped out fifty tons of rock froma cliff 
and sent it down the mountain into the valley. 
In a storm at La Salle, III., one man and thir- 
teen head of stock were killed, and a large 
amount of farm machinery and stock were do- 
stroyed by lightning. John Jordan, of Sauger- 
ties, N. V., lost three fine calves that were killed 
while standing under a tree. 
Robert Burns, living near Hew Hampton, Ia., 
while planting corn, was struck by lighning and 
instantly killed. Jonn Fry, while herding cattle 
near Williamsport, Pa., bad just reached a tree 
for — when alightning flush struck him 
dead. 
During a recent storm at Troy, N. .. Jacob 
Thersduenof went to the telephone to answer a 
call. Ashe was replacing the receiver on the 
hook the lightning struck his hand, mangling it 
terribly and paralyzing his arm. He was other- 
wise injured, but will recover. 
While Frank Patterson, a bachelor residing on 
Big Creek, Kansas, was cooking his breakfast. 
his clothes were peeled from him in an instant, 
and be was hurled naked upon the floor. The 
same bolt passed out of his heels through the 
tloor and killed fivechickens. Patterson will ro- 
cover. 
There were twelve horses in a barn in Bloom- 
ington, III., when it was struck by lightning. A 
$5,000 stallion, the only animal of value, was 
killed. It is said that the owner, who was a very 
ious man, resigned his church membership and 
as become terribly profane, declaring that 
Providence was against him. 

In the home of Dr. Neilson, Marblehead, 
Mass., the bell-wires were melted by lightning, 
the picture—-cords were burned and let expensive 
paintings fall to the tloor, Jeremiah F. Smith 
was fixing a leader to his water-hogshead when 
he was struck by a bolt that encircied his body 
at the waist, and completely paralyzed the lower 


half. 

When ligbtn struck the residence of Dr. M. 
F. Baldwin, of Geneseeville, Mich., every win- 
dow in the house was shattered. The bolt en- 
tered the chimney, followed the stove- pipes, and 
ruined every stove in the house. e Doctor 
bad a 2-year-old child in bis arms. The fluid 
struck him on the shoulder, passed down be- 
tween him and the child, scorched his entire 
side, and went into his boot and tore it to pieces, 
As it left his foot a cloud of smoke burst from it. 
Remarkable freaks of lightning took piace 
during a recent thunder-storm at Oxford, Pa. 
Mr. Gray was sitting on his piazza, when a bolt 
of lightning struck the chimney of bis house, 
ran out through the stove-pipe into a stove, then 
along the floor, up Gray's chair and down his 
right leg, coiling around it like a snake, and 
went out at his toe, bursting the boot. It then 
entered the step of the porch, destroy it, and 
went into the ground. r. Gray is still living, 
and apparently but little injured, yet bas on his 
leg the indellible zigzag marks of the lightning 
as it burned into the flesh in its course.

Power of Corporations to Buy Their 
Own Stock.

POWERS OF CORPORATIONS, 
Among the last batch of opinions by the Ap- 
pollate Court was one in the case of Daniel 
Fraser and Thomas Chalmers. a ppellants, against 
Nobert Ritchie and others, and another by the 
Same parties against Mary Ann Hubbard. 
These were two creditors’ bills against Fraser 
and Chaimers, and it was sought to enforce 
their liability as former stockholders in the 
Eagie Works Manufacturing Company. The 
claims of Ritchie and Hubbard were for money 
loaned the Company in October and November, 
1½. They subsequently secured judgment, 
but failed to tind any property of the Company 
on which to levy. Fraser and Chalmers, prior 
to April, 1572, had been stockholders in the Com- 
pany to the amount of over $30,000, and in 
April, 872, were compelled by p. W. 
Gates, the President and chief stockholder 


in the Company, to sell all the stock to the Com- 
pany at par, and reveive $9,000 worth of per- 
sonal property belonging to it. It was admitted 
that the Company was at the time ina flourish- 
jug condition, that its stock was worth more than 
pur, its surplus being over $190,000, and that the 
sule as between the parties was in good faith, 
and fair as to the Company. After Ritchie and 
liubbard obtained their judgments and failed 
to get them paid, they filed creditors’ bills 
against Fraser and Chalmers to set aside this 
transfcr of theirstock to the Company, claiming 
it wus iliewal and void, anda fraud on the Com- 
pany. they recovered a decree setting aside 
the transfer, and requiring Fraser and Cnalmers 
to surrender all the property they had received 
— the Company, from which the latter ap- 
peated. 

Judge Wilson, in rendering the opinion in the 
Appellate Court, said the principal question in 
the case related to the power of a @prporation 
to purchase its own capital stock. The English 
rule scemed to be well settled that corporations 
could not, without express authority in their 
charters, deal in their own stock; that the 
capital stock of a company was a trust fund for 
the payment of its debts; that creditors had a 
lien on it, iu equity, and if diverted they could 
follow it as far as it could be traced. The cur- 
rent of the American decisions, however, seemed 
to be to the elfect that under certain circum- 
stances, and for certain purposes, moneyed 
corporations, and corporations possessing bank- 
ing powers, etc., might invest their funds in the 
purchase of their own stock, subject to certain 
restrictions, one of which was that it should not 
be done at such time or in such manner as to 
take away the security on which the creditors of 
the corporation had the right to rely for the 
payment of their claims. Each case, therefore, 
must stand on ita own facts and circumstances, 
and the only difficulty sometimes to be met 
with grew out of the proper see apap of the 
rule of law to the facts of a particular case. The 
weight of authority in America was in favor of 
the power of a corporation to purchase its owa 
capital stock except where the circumstances 
were such as to show that the purchase was 
fraudulent in fact. or that the corporation was 
insolvent, or in process or contemplation of dis- 
solution at the time of such purchase. in the 
yresent instance it was admitted that the Eagie 
Yorks Manufacturing Company was solvent. 
and bad a iarge surplus, that the stock was 
worth more than par, that the property re- 
ceived by Fraser and Chalmers in exchange 
for the stock was fairly valued, that the 
stock was not surrendered for cancellation or in 
insolvency, but was a fair

It was a small Norwegian boy about 
9 or 10 years of age, who had been shipped from 
the Old Country to Portage, Mich., via Castle 
Garden, N. Y. Upon bis vest, over which he 
kept his coat tightly buttoned, was sowed a piece 
of linen containing the address to which he was 
to be forwarded. He had through tickets in his 
pocket, and a nute from the Superintendent of 
Castle Garden, recommending nim to the kind 
attention of all conductors. He was a bright- 
eyed, intelligent little fellow, neatly dressed, and 
became a great favorit with the passengers. His 
weight was fifty-eight pounds, and was so en- 
tered on the consignment papers.“ 

THAT MYSTERIOUS VESSEL. 

The name of the vessel reported by the Sentinel 
ashore on Mackiuaw Point, in the Straits, is still 
unknown. Capt. Lou Vance, of the schooner 
David Vance, whicb arrived at Milwaukee 
Wednesday, told a reporter there that he passed 
through the Straits on Sunday afternoon, and 
the vessel was still on the point. Her canvas 
was set aback, as if trying to work berself off. 
Capt. Vance is of the opinion, however, that the 
unknown craft was released from the point soon 
after, ashe passed several tows near Waugo- 
sbance light. He describes the vessel as a three 
mast canal schooner, with white topsides and a 
dark colored bottom. As it was a little hazy he 
could not discover ber name. 

A FAST SAILER. 

The schooner Lewis Ross left Port Colborne at 
10:80 a. m. on Saturday last, and arrived at Port 
Dalhousie at I a. m. Sunday moruing, making, it 
is said, the fastest time for any loaded vessel to 
come through the canal. She was unable to lock 
through, however, owing to the canal being 
closed at 12, and bad to wait until midnight Sun- 
day, when she left in tow of the steam-buarge D. 
R. Van Allen for Kingston. 

DAMAGES COMPUTED. 

The surveyors have computed the damage to 
the hull of the schooner W. R. Taylor at $3,000, 
and that to the sails, rigging, etc., at $445. They 
were surprised to find ber in such good shape 
after her rough experi ence.

Particulars of His Transactions in 
Mexico in Behalf of the Railroad of 
Which He Is President.

GALENA, III., June 164.—Judge W. H.

Grant in response to a telegram from the 

latter, arrived home this morning, and from

The Way the People of Galesburg 
Have Been Scared During the Past 
Few Weeks. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
GAlEsnund, III., June 16.—Our city has, 
during the past few weeks, cut a ridiculous 
figure in the “small-pox business.” Some of 
the pliysicians reported a case of small-pox, 

—a pest-house was hastily erected by the 

city authorities and the patient unceremoni- 

ously sent to it. Then a wrangle commenced 
between thecdoctors, some of them assert- 
ing it was not a case of small-pox, while 
others were as positive it was. To decide 
the matter, Dr. Kauch, of Chicago, Secretary 
of the State Board of Health, was sent for, 
and after an examination the case 
was pronounced not  small-pox, and 

the patient was discharged. In a 

few days another alarm was sounded, 

This time it was a Swede just over, who was 

reported to have it very bad.” Tle was at 

once sent to the pest-house, and the place 
where it first“ broke out” was quarantined, 
and none of the inmates were allowed even 
to enter upon the street. Placards were put 
up on the premises warning passers-by that 
it was the placegwhere the fearful, scourge 
had showed itself. Finally, an investiga- 
tion was had, and, as usual, the doctors 
could not agree. The case was finally set- 
tled, after many learned disquisitions, that it 
Was a case of measies or common rash, and 
the victim was allowed to depart after bemg 
eagea for several days with very slim ac- 
commodations. It was only a few days be- 
fore the cry of “small-pox” was again 
raised, and this time in the very centre 
of the city. The doctors held another 
council, and were divided in opinion. 

Some were positive it was small 

pox or varioloid, while others were as positive 

that it was neither. Large red cards labeled 

*small-pox”’ were nailed to the premises 

and then torn down by the other party. The 

war between the doctors raged with great 
fury, and guards were stationed over the 

remises to protect the placard and see that 
it was not removed. Matters looked serious. 

There was danger apprehended. Dr. Rauch 

was again sent for; he came yesterday and 

examined the sick man and pronounced it 
not a case of smali-pox, but in order to ap- 
pease botli sides to the controversy advised 
that the patient have the best of care, and he 
would be up in a few days. It is hoped for 
the peace of our citizens who have weak 
nerves that the ridiculous farce that has been 
enacted by the doctors here for several 
weeks will now have arest. It is believed 
that there has been no case of small 
pox here this year, and your 
correspondent so desires to announce the 
fact. ‘The people have become worked up to 

such a pitch that every person who has a 

pimple on his or ber face causes the cry of 

‘**small-pox ”’ to be raised, and some of the 

physicians at such times put on long faces, 

look wise, shake their heads, and declare that 
it looks very much like small-pox.” Let 
our people now have a rest.

Will the Diva Come to America? 
New York Times, June 2. 

The dispatch in yesterday’s Times an- 
nouncing the failure of Mr. Rullmann's nego- 
tiations for Mme. Adelina Patti’s appearance 
in America next October, caused no little 
comment in musical and theatrical 
circles. Only one or two persons 
were aware that arrangements were pro- 
gressing between the parties named, and 
these were rather surprised that the very 
liberal offers made to the diva should not 
have been accepted. A well-known entrepre- 
neur, who for a fortnight has watched the 
course of affairs, was questioned by a repre- 
sentative of the Times in regard to the matter, 
and chatted as follows: Mme. Patti has had 
proposals to visit America from at least fifty 
persons, connected and unconnected with 
music and the drama. She would long since 
have accepted reasonable terms for this or 
next year from responsible people, but, as 
some of the bidders would have found it as 
easy to pay her $10,000 as $500 a night, they 
Offered her $10,000; and, to borrow an ex- 
pression from Minister Schenck’s poker glos- 
sary, ‘raised the ante’ beyond everybody’s 
reach. Signor Nicolini is no more responsi- 
ble for urging Mme. Patti to demand the 
world’ than two or three of these irrespon- 
sible individuals. The story of the case is 
very simple. Lastyear, Mme. Patti, fretting 
over her ambiguous social sition in Lon- 
don and in Paris, worried over her ac- 
quisition of a manor in Wales, and sigh- 
ing for new worlds to conquer, thought it 
would be a good thing to try her fortunes 
in the United States. She first sent to her 
lawyers to ascertain whether a contract en- 
tered into years previously with Mr. Maurice 
Strakosch and binding her to give him the 
refusal of her services in America, on the 
same terms offered her by any other man- 
ager, could be set aside. On being told 
that this could not be done, she 
offered Mr. Maurice Strakosch 100,000 
francs for a release, remarking, at 
the same time, that she would never 
put a farthing into the pockets of any of her 
relatives. Mr. Maurice Strakosch, who had 
just swelled his collection of ninety-nine 
plans of new opera-houses to be erected in 
different parts of the globe by an elaborate 
design for a hundreth, to be put up in Paris 
as soon as he could get nearer that city than 
Boulogne-sur-Mer, accepted the offer, and 
received 40,000 frances down, with a note for the 
balance, payable on the day of Mme. Patti’s 
arrival in America. Then the songstress 
commenced thinking seriously of her Ameri- 
can tour. Signor Pollini, of Hamburg, was’ 
Originally spoken of as her impresario, and 
this gentleman requested Mr. Rudolf Bial 
to look into the question of halls, 
etc. Meantime, the lady’s intentions were 
noised about, and offers of engagement 
were forwarded her by the dozen. She 
would, however, come to no decision until 
the success or failure of her Paris season was 
an accomplished fact. The step taken in se- 
curing cabins aboard the Servia in October 
would indicate that the impression made by 
her stay in Paris was such as to con- 
vince her that a spell of absence from 
Europe could do her no harm. Nego- 
tiations commenced with Mr. Rull- 
mann two weeks ago. Mr. Rullman visited 
the prima donna in her castle in Wales. It 
required half a day to reach the place from 
London, and the delights of the journey may 
be imagined when the visitor wrote to his 
friends that he would rather cross the ocean 
twice in December than repeat the trip.
